Drug Program 
Is A 6Cop' Out 


A joint meeting on a coordinated drug 


program was canceled last Friday be- 
cause of "apathy" within the commu- 
nity, according to Elk Grove Village 
'sgt. William Kohnke. 


Kohnke said police had contacted some 


20 to 25 organizations and asked them to 
attend a meeting but only seven organi- 
zations responded. 


We want them (the people) to tell us 


what they want us to do about drug 
abuse, said Kohnke. 


He said he did not know if another 


meeting would be scheduled. 


The park board is seeking voter ap- 


proval to issue $1,490,000 in bonds to 
build a domed sports and recreational 
building, purchase a new park, improve 
14 other parks, and construct tennis 
courts and handball courts, in addition to 
lighted baseball diamonds. The average 
cost would be $5.89 a year, according to 
park officials. 


REPORTERS TALKED to 127 resi- 


dents this week and asked them how 
they will vote. 


Fifty-six persons said they were in fa- 


vor of the referendum and would vote for 
it. Thirty-four said they would vote 
against it. 


However, there were 37 residents who 


said they were undecided. Many of those 
undecided said they were not familiar 
with the issue to be voted upon. A few 
said they had not made up their minds. 


Reporters surveyed residents Monday 


and Tuesday evenings and yesterday af- 
ternoon. Most of those surveyed were at 
the Grove Shopping Center, Biesterfield 
and Arlington Heights roads. Some were 
surveyed at the Park and Shop Center, 
Higgins and Arlington Heights roads. 


Among those who opposed the referen- 


dum was a man who said it was the 
"wrong time" to be spending money on 
recreation when the "schools needed the 
money more than the park district." 


ANOTHER MAN said he was an avid 


tennis player but, "I don't see the need 
for any more tennis courts. I can always 
get one when I want." 


"I've had it on taxes," said another 


man. "Taxes are getting too high." 


"There are too many more important 


things," said one woman. 


Another man who identified himself as 


a former baseball coach said more base- 
ball diamonds are not needed because 
the "kids don't use them during the day 
when they are all empty." 


A middle-aged man said he would vote 


for the referendum: 


"Cause I got kids and I'm tired of tak- 


ing them to the Polar Dome in Dundee to 
skate." The domed sports building will 
include an indoor ice skating rink. 


Two persons surveyed said they didn't 


trust the park board members and one 
accused the park board of being "close 
mouthed." 


"irs A FINE proposal and I'm all for 


sports but with the other taxes I'm not 
sure," said a woman who was undecided 
as to how she will vote. 


"I'm willing to pay $100 for sports ac- 


tivities," said a "yes" voter. 


"It's too much money for a small vil- 


lage," said one man. Another said the 
park board "should pay off everything 
first" before starting in on new projects. 


One woman said she was voting in fa- 


vor of the tax increase because she has 
six children and the park district has 
been "very good." 


"There are too many other things 


needed to be done," said another person. 


Among the undecided voters, the Her- 


ald found many who said they were new 
to the community and had not registered 
to vote. 


One elderly man said he used to work 


for the federal government and hadn't 
"been involved in politics."

$1,490,000 bond issue for an all-sea- 
sons building and park improve- 
ments. 


The four point package includes: 
—purchase and development of a 


five-acre site at the north end of 
the village. 


—general park improvement in 


all other parks (14), which would 
include trees, shrubs, water foun- 
tains, bleachers and play appa- 
ratus. 


—development of a 14-acre park 


site to include two lighted baseball 
diamonds, 
two additional dia- 


monds, five lighted tennis courts 
and two handball courts. 


—construction of an all-seasons 


building at Wellington Avenue and 
Biesterfield Road which would in- 
clude an indoor ice rink for 30 
weeks of skating and other facil- 
ities for recreational use year- 
round. 


In the Herald's opinion, the pro- 


posed issues are a worthwhile in- 
vestment for Elk Grove residents 
and we urge them to vote yes on 
the referendum. 


The proposal represents several 


months' work by park district offi- 
cials and commissioners in formu- 
lating requests made by many in- 
terested groups. These groups rep- 
resent approximately 2,500 resi- 
dents and do not include individual 
residents who will use the facil- 
ities, nor those who will enjoy the 
added greenery and play appa- 
ratus. 


The park commissioners have 


taken the attitude that the people 
seem to want these things and it is 
their responsibility to 
propose 


them so residents may make their 
choice. 


The park district has done its job 


well for residents in the past. This 
referendum, if approved, will still 
only bring the district to approxi- 
mately half of its possible bonded 
indebtedness. 


The proposal would cost the av- 


erage Elk Grove Village home- 
owner with a $30,000 home, $5.89 
cents each year for 12 years. This 
would raise the taxes for such a 
home, assessed at $10,000, from $26 
a year to $32 a year. The new rate 
would still be lower than most of 
those in surrounding suburbs. 


The Herald realizes that with the 


changing economy some Elk Grove 


residents are without jobs, and that 
tax increases in other areas, such 
as schools, are being considered. 


However, the proposal is a sound 


one and will provide immediate 
and long range recreational and 
aesthetical benefits for the village. 
It will also increase the value of 
residents' homes. 


The Herald feels the proposal is 


well worth considering.

open indefinitely," according to an Army

other Nike-Hercules sites in the country, 
will be closed as of July 1 


Sergeant First Class Harold Summers, 


non-commissioned officer in charge of 
the information office at the local site, 
said, "There are no present plans to 
close this base " Summers added that he 
did not know how the cutback would af- 
fect Ft Sheridan, but said information 
might be released on that aspect today 


Summers said the announcement from 


the Department of Defense stated the 
site closings would result in an annual 
defct.se budget saving of $31 million. 


SIX ACTIVE ARMY sites and two Na- 


tional Guard sites make up the list of 
sites in the area which will close. 


Included are active Army sites in Mil- 


waukee, Munster, Ind; Wheeler, Ind.; 
and Jackson Park in Chicago. The Na- 
tional Guard units to be deactivated in- 
clude those assigned at Waukesha, Wis., 
and Montrose Beach in Chicago 


Summers said approximately 145 men 


at each active Army site and about 95 
men at each National Guard site will be 
affected by the move. Nationwide 16 ac- 
tive Army and 11 National Guard units, 
all part of the Army Air Defense Com- 
mand (ARADCOM) will be deactivated.

Woods' command will consist of two ac- 
tive Army sites and three National 
Guard sites Further, the 45th Artillery 
Brigade's next higher headquarters, 2nd 
Region of ARADCOM, was also included 
in the list of units to be deactivated. 


Summers said the land that is declared 


surplus by the site closures, about 40 
acres per site, will first be made avail- 
able to other Defense 
Department 


agencies. If none of those agencies want 
the land, it would then be turned over to 
the General Services Administration for 
disposal. 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


has long had its eye on the land in Ar- 
lington Heights for recreational pur- 
poses, should that site ever be declared 
surplus. 


Summers said the active duty soldiers 


involved will be reassigned to other 
units, possibly within the 45th Artillery 
Brigade. 


"Those who are soon to be separated 


from the service, will be discharged ear- 
ly," explained Summers. 


National Guard personnel, he said, will 


be assigned to other units to fulfill their 
six-year obligation. 


Summers denied public statements by 


government officials that the Nike-Her- 
cules missile is obsolete. "That's abso- 
lutely wrong," Summers said, "It is con- 
stantly being upgraded." 


DESPITE the continued cutbacks in the Army's Nike system, 
the Arlington Heights headquarters site remains opera- 
tional.

Rosen Views Challenge Of New Job 


The Elk Grove Village Housing Com- 


mission which is making a survey of the 
working force in the community, hae 
been asked by Mayor Jack Pahl to list 
the fears the community may have to- 
ward low and moderate income housing.

THE DOORS OF the Elk Grove Town- 


ship hail located next to the Northwest 
Tollway on Arlington Heights Road, are 
now posted with signs limiting the num- 
ber of persons who can be in the room at 
onetime. 


"Occupancy of this room by not mire 


than ISO persons is unlawful and in viola- 
tion of the Fire Prevention Code of the 
Village of Mount Prospect," state the 
signs. 


The signs are the result of complaints 


registered last April at the annual town 
meeting when some 170 to 200 persons 
Jammed into the town hall to vote on the 
town budgets in one of toe noisiest meet- 
ings in years. 


A dissident said at the time that a fire 


hazard existed because the crowd was 
blocking the doorways. However, an at- 
tempt to adjourn the meeting to larger 
quarters later in the evening failed. 


Because the question of the room's ca- 


pacity was raised town officials had fire 
officiate set a limit on the room's capac- 
ity with the 150 limit the result. 


Had the ISO-capacity been in existence 


last year the meeting would have been 
adjourned to larger quarters. This year 
come April there will apparently be little 
need for that because the annual town 
meeting wffl be held in Forest View High 
School in Arlington Heights April 13. 


The hearing on the budget will be a 


week earlier, April 6, in the town hall. 


Also, the law has since changed and 


residents will no longer vote on the budg- 
ets as they had in the past. Passage of 
the town budgets is now left to the town 
board of auditors so there is little possi- 
bility that a dissident group such as ap- 
peared last year could hope to defeat 
them.

services but the fact is, we here have it 
far better than residents in most states. 


The United States Chamber of Com- 


merce recently published • breakdown of 
revenue collected by state and local gov- 
ernments for the 1967-68 and 1968-69 fis- 
cal years. 


Would you believe Illinois citizens paid 


only 188.67 per $1.000 of personal income 
in 1967-68? And would you believe Illinois 
ranked second from last in the nation? 


Only Ohio residents, with $87.24 per 


$1,000 of personal income, paid less for 
state and local government. 


The Illinois rate went up the following 


year, to $94.11 per $1,000 but the state 
was still near the bottom, ranking 46th of 
51 (the District of Columbia a included). 


If the amount of money spent on state 


and local taxes is a criterion, the worst 
place in the U S. to live is Hawaii, where 
the rate was $140 96 in 1968-69. New York 
was second that year with a rate of 
$140 49 per $1,000 of personal income. (If 
you had to make the choice between 
those two, it would be worth the extra 47 
cents to live in Hawaii.) 


But just because Illinois has one of the 


lowest rates per $1,000 in personal in- 
come, don't think the state and local gov- 
ernments are among the poorest in the 
country. 


In fact, the state government ranked 


fifth in both years in the total tax reve- 
nue and the local governments ranked 
third In both cases, California and New 
York were ahead of our state. 


IN LAST PLACE in the categories of 


revenue raised for state and local gov- 
ernments is Alaska. In the 196849 fiscal 
year, local governments in Alaska raised 
a skimpy $38 3 million through taxes. 


That same year, California raised $5.3 


billion and Illinois raised $2.2 billion in 
local taxes. 


Illinois has an advantage in that the 


average income of the state is higher 
than the national average. As a result, 
the low tax rrtes for state and local gov- 
ernments still produce a relatively high 
yield of revenue. 


The per capita tax bill for Illinois resi- 


dents for state and local governments 
was $372.80 in the 1968-69 fiscal year, 
which ranked 22nd highest in the nation. 


Of course, that $372.80 is only for state 


and local taxes and does not include the 
real block buster tax, the federal income 
tax. 


Nor does it include the state income 


tax, which took effect in 1970. 


Adding those taxes, the average Amer- 


ican — man, woman and child — will 
pay $1,175 in taxes in 1971. That averages 
out to $3.20 for every calendar day in 
1971. 


THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT last 


year collected $123 billion in taxes. If you 
use numbers, that looks this way: 
$123,000,000,000. 


In 1940, the federal government collect- 


ed only $2 billion. 


Some other tidbits from the Chamber 


of Commerce study: 


—The $48 billion in taxes collected by 


the states during the past fiscal year will 
go up by more than 16 per cent this year, 
with an estimated $56 billion to be col- 
lected. 


—In 1970, all but 12 states increased 


taxes in one form or another, with sales, 
income, alcohol, tobacco and motor fuel 
taxes being the major taxes raised. 


—Local governments will continue to 


look at property taxes for most of their 
revenue. 


-At the beginning of 1971, 41 states 


had personal income taxes and 45 had 
sales taxes. The chamber predicts that 
some sales taxes may be as high as nine 
per cent by 1980. 


GOP Loses Quick 
Bid For Hearing 


Republicans in the Illinois House failed 


Tuesday in an attempt to get imme- 
diate action on a resolution seeking in- 
vestigations into conditions of nursing 
homes in the state. 


Rep. Robert S. Juckett, R-Park Ridge, 


sponsored the resolution following the 
disclosure this week by the Better Gov- 
ernment Association of poor conditions in 
some homes. 


An hour debate followed Juckett's reso- 


lution but Republicans, who hold a slim 
90-87 majority in the House, were unable 
to waive the rule that requires a five-day 
notice before a committee bearing can 
be held, 


Juckett's resolution said another week 


of waiting "is another week of misery for 
the aged." 


Democrats argued that hasty action 


would result in an unfair hearing. Rep 
Corneal Davis, D-Chicago, said condi- 
tions at nursing homes will be considered 
by a legislative advisory committee on 
public assistance. A hearing by that com- 
mittee is scheduled for Monday.

Donald I. Reed, Boating Industry Asso- 


ciation (BIA) director of engineering, 
said tents by major marine engine manu- 
facturers indicate that no-lead 
fuels 


cause pre-ignRwn in two-cycle outboard 
motors and valve problems in four-cycle 
marine engines. 


Th» view was also expressed by Bob 


Ibsen, manager of Nelson Marine, Inc., 
in Des Plaines "Using the new no-lead 
fuels is not recommended for two-cycle 
boat engines," he said. "The no-lead gas 
contains phosphorus, which is harmful to 
tile engines 


"The engine is lubricated by the gaso- 


line," he said "The additive containing 
phosphorus actually deteriorates the en- 
gine in the process " 


"In some cases, white gasoline can be 


used in boat engines. This contains no 
lead and is non-polluting," Ibsen said. 


Ibsen said snowmobiles and many 


lawn mowers also have two-cycle en- 
gines, which would be affected by the 
phosphorus additives. Reed said chain 
saws may be harmed by the new fuels. 


Noting that boat sales will start to 


swing upward in the next few weeks, Ib- 
sen said some manufacturers include 
warnings on no-lead fuel in the owner's 
manual. 


Reed explained that the pre-ignition 


problem in two-cycle engines stems from 
the use of phosphorus to replace the lead 
in gasoline "The phosphorus causes 
existing combustion chamber lead depos- 
its to become incandescent which causes 
the fuel to pre-igmte. Some high powered 
outboard? tested by the manufacturers 
were destroyed in only a very few hours 
of naming time," Reed said. 


Kven two cycle engines that are not so 


» pre-ignition sensitive can be ruined by 


the lead free gasolines which cause ex- 
cessive piston skirt deposits leat'ing to 
ring sticking, piston scuffing and sub- 
sequent destruction, Reed said. These de- 
posit.: may be due to either the high 
amounts of phosphorus or the higher aro- 
matic content of these fuels. 


Reert <aiH thnt large doses of phos- 


phorus compounds were added to no lead 
regulars in the fall and winter of 1970, 
when reports from the automotive in- 
dustry pointed out the seriousness of au- 
tomotive valve problems and indicated 
that phosphorus appeared to alleviate the 
situation More recently, refiners have 
added tne compounds in their premium 
grades of no-lead gasoline 


Although four-cycle marine engines are 


basically automotive types, manufac- 
turer comparison testing indicates the 
phosphorus doesn't help solve valve 
problems in boats the way it may in 
cant. Reed said. 


"So far. marine industry engineers 


agree that small amounts of lead are es- 
sential to reasonable valve life in exist- 
ing four-cycle marine engines. The dif- 


ference between automotive and marine 
use of these engines probably lies in the 
duty cycles of the tow; automotive en- 
gines are not normally operated at con- 
tinuous high output the way marine en- 
gines are," Reed said. 


He added that more recent testing also 


indicates that lead free gasoline adverse- 
ly affects the lubrication of two cycle 
outboard motors.

vise boat owners to avoid using toad free 
fuel. Several major engine manufac- 
turers, including the Outboard Marine 
Corp, and the Kiekhaefer Mercury Div.

So far, we know of only one 
regional refiner that doesn't: use phos- 
phorus in place of lead, and that is in a 
special pre-mix outboard fuel," Reed 
concluded.

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Mental Health Referendum May Have Been 'Premature'

Advocates of the four-township mental 


health referendum which filled 3 to 1 
last Saturday fear the referendum may 
have been premature. 


While local agencies and township rep- 


resentatives were campaigning for the 
referendum, a bill authorizing townships 


to levy a mental health tax without voter 
approval of a referendum was introduced 
and passed favorably out of committee in 
the Illinois House. 


The bill, House BUI 19, was filed with 


the clerk of the House by Robert Juckett 
(R-Park Ridge) on Dec. 17 The House 
Committee on Municipal Corporations- 
Counties and Townships Division recom- 


mended the bill for passage eight days 
before the local referendum. Presently 
House Bill 19 is awaiting discussion and 
a vote in the House. 


THE BILL ALLOWS townships to raise 


money for mental health services by tax- 
ation. The referendum rejected by voters 
last Saturday would have given the town- 
ships the same authority with a limita- 


Clearbook Plan Survives - Just Barely 


A ichool for mentally retarded chil- 


dren narrowly survived a last -ninute 
challenge to its request for a special use 
permit this week in the Des Platnes City 
Council 


The school, proposed for 1408 S Wolf 


Rd . by the Clearbrook Center for the 
Retarded, won approval by a 9 to 5 mar- 
gin at Monday's city council meeting. 


The nine votes in favor of the measure 


which provides a special use permit to 
allow construction of the school in the 
residentially zoned area, were the min- 
imum number needed for passage of a 
zoning matter. Des Plaines city attorney 
Robert DiLeonardie seid. 


Residents in the area have protested 


plans for the eight class room school 
which will serve mentally retarded chil- 
dren not eligible for public school special 
education classes 


Mayor Herbert H Behrel cast the de- 


ciding vote in favor of the school, to be 
operated by Clearbrook, which also has 
facilities m Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove 
Village and has operated a school in tem- 
porary quarters in Des Plaines. 


According to testimony before the 


city's zoning board of appeals, the 10,000 
square foot school will cost about $200,000 
and will have one story with no base- 
ment The school wiH serve 90 to 40 chil- 
dren between two and one half and 16 
years of age 


Fifty-four nearby residents petitioned 


the city asking for defeat of the special 
use permit The residents contented that, 
"The entire community will not benefit 
from the issuance of such a permit," ac- 
cording to the zoning board testimony.

NIPC Adopts 
Wastewater, 
Space Plans 


The Northeastern Illinois Planning 


Commission (NIPC) yesterday officially 
adopted its wastewater and open space 
plans after making a number of revisions 
recommended i n public hearing testi- 
mony earlier this year 


The unanimous vote by NIPC commis- 


sioners paved the way for subsequent 
ratification of the plans by state and fed- 
eral agencies 


Changes in the open space plan focused 


on updating and revising projected popu- 
lation and land use forecasts in the origi- 
nal document Other revisions merely 
clarified and strengthened the plan's lan- 
guage 


More substantive changes were made 


in the wastewater plan, which has been 
the subject of some sharp disagreement 
between area sanitary districts and 
NIPC planners 


Joseph Smedlle, NIPC's chief engineer 


and author of the plan, outlined a series 
of revised provisions for sanitary treat- 
ment facilities in each of the six counties 
served by the commission. 


Most of his revisions called for subdi- 


viding or consolidating sanitary services 
in specific geographical areas. Smedile 
noted that several of the changes re- 
quired further study and, therefore, rec- 
ommended they be considered condi- 
tional features of the plan. 


He said adoption of the plan would not 


make these provisions binding, because 
the Federal Government requires NIPC 
to review and, if necessary, update the 
plan at least once a year. The require- 
ment is imposed by the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
which provides NIPC with sizable feder- 
al grants annually. 


Smedile also explained 
that dis- 


crepancies over projected costs of imple- 
menting the wastewater proposal vary 
from $1.8 to $2 4 billion because of doubt 
as to the depth required for a proposed 
deep tunnel storm sewer. 


Approval of the wastewater plan came 


after commissioners and staff members 
acknowledged opposition from the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District (MSD) and oth- 
er smaller sanitary districts in the six- 
county area 


MSD has been the source of the most 


vocal opposition, because of a basic 
wastewater plan objective calling for use 
of NIPC population projections as a basis 
for sanitary systems development. MSD 
contends it must use its own forecasts in 
recognition of the fact NIPC has no stat- 
utory authority to implement the waste- 
water plan 


Other districts have criticized NIPC's 


proposal for bringing sanitary services 
under the control of county government. 


rector, yesterday told the Herald that no 
date has been set for beginning construc- 
tion of the school He said Clearbrook, 
which had hoped to obtain federal funds 
for the facility, is havmg problems with 
financing Federal funds are not avail-

"If this bill were to pass, the referen- 


dum would have an adverse effect on the 
townships now," Dr. Bernard Powell, 
chairman of the Northwest Mental 
Health and Retardation Council, which 
originally asked the townships to hold the 
r e f e r e n d u m , said. Last year local 
agencies lost funds when a court ruling 
stopped townships from distributing ex- 
cess funds to them. 


Powell said he believed nothing could 


make the townships levy a mental health 
tax now, even if they had the right. He 
said it would be in direct violation of the 
public's desires. 


"As a taxpayer, I would be very upset 


if the township did something like that." 
Powell lives in Schaumburg Township, 
where the referendum was defeated 
5tol. 


Members of the mental health council 


said they were not aware of the bill until 
late in February when it was briefly dis- 
cussed at a council meeting. 


"What I can't understand is why the 


State Department of Mental Health, 
which should know about such things, sat 
in on all our meetings and didn't say 
anything," Ken Dougan, who coordinated 
the referendum campaign, said. 


DOUGAN SAID HE has recommended 


the council continue to organize and 
coordinate mental health and retardation 
services in the four-township area with- 
out assurance of local tax funds. 


The council's executive board met last 


night to discuss the referendum results 
and possible future action. 


"I am sure this bill will be brought 


up," Powell said yesterday afternoon. He 
said he would like to see the council 
work for passage of new state laws 
which will allow a four-township area 


like the northwest suburbs to organize 
for mental health facilities. 


Byrn Witt, director of Clearbrook Cen- 


ter, one of the 12 agency members of the 
council, said he would like to see local 
state representatives approached to in- 
troduce a bill for mental health taxing 
districts. 


As far as immediate financial needs 


are concerned, Witt said the agencies are 
working with the Illinois Department of 
Mental Health to see if they can get 
grants in aid. "But we all know some 
new vehicles for funds will have to be 
proposed." 


Of the three state representatives from 


this area, Eugenia Chapman (D-Arling- 
ton Heights) and Eugene Schlickman <R- 
Ariington Heights) endorsed the local 
mental health referendum. David Regner 
(R-Mount Prospect) said it is his policy 
not to endorse on local issues.

Q-MY BIRTHDAY is June 20. 1909. I 


have been employed as a babysitter for 
the past 10 years, in my employer's 
home, and have been paid $50 a month 
tor this entire period of time. My em- 
ployer has reported my wages regularly. 
Have I worked long enough to be eligible 
for social security payments and if so, 
how do I go about claiming them? 


A—WITH 10 years of work under social 


security, you are defln'tety eligible for 
social security payments. To apply for 
these payments, ali you have to do is 
p h o n e the socta. security office. 
The 


number is 2X2-8207 for filing applications. 
We will be able to fill out the application 
over the telephone and send it to you for 
ymrr signature We will also advise you 
of the proofs you will have to submit 
with your claim for social security pay- 
men is. 


Q—THE COMPANY that employed me 


in 1990 went bankrupt in July 1969. Is 
there any way I can find out if this com- 
pany reported my wages for social secur- 
ity purposes? 


A—Yes Telephone your social security 


office about this question They will send 
you a form to complete so that your 
wage record may be checked to see If 
these wages are on your record. You 
should do this immediately 


it— I am (IZ years of age. How much 


could I earn last year and still receive 
all of my social security checks? 


A—You could have earned $1,680 gross 


wages and received all of your social se- 
curity payments for the year. By gross 
earnings is meant before anything is tak- 
en out of your pay, such M, income tax 
withholding.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - As of an NBC- 


TV decision revealed Tuesday, it now ap- 
pears that most prime time network tele- 
vision programs will be concentrated be- 
tween 7:30 and 10:30 p.m. EST starting 
in the fall. 


Viewers currently get most of their 


chief prime time shows between 7:30 and 
11 p.m. EST (not counting the early eve- 
ning newscasts). 


But, come fall, the networks must each 


reduce their nightly prime time pro- 
gramming by 30 minutes because of a 
ruling by the Federal Communications 
Commission aimed at encouraging local 
and independent broadcasts. 


At first, NBC had said that, as of next 


season, it would offer the majority of its 
prime time programming between 8 and 
11 p.m. EST. 


Among other reasons, it felt this would

Dear Dr. Lamb — I have a light case 


of diabetes foi which I am taLr.? medi- 
cation orally My blood sugar is remain- 
ing stable, but I'm still having .lervous 
tremors when getting up from a sitting 
position or arising in the morning. My 
doctor said it was due to blood sugar. Do 
you agree and, if not, what might be the 
cause? Is it possible to have diabetes and 
still not show any sugar in the urine' 


Dear Reader — A low blood sugar from 


treatment of diabetes can cause nervous 
tremors or famtness. It may be possible 
to regulate a person's diet and medicine 
in such a way as to prevent this problem. 


Diabetes involves more than just the 


blood sugar It can affect the arteries 
and the nerves When the nerves are in- 
volved the normal reflex actions to con- 
trol the circulation may be affected in 
such a way as to cause faintness. 


Yes, it is possible to have diabetes and 


not have sugar in the urine, even if the 
diabetes is not controlled by medicine. 
This usually means the kidneys are not 
functioning properly and the excess sug- 
ar in the blood that would normally be 
filtered out remains in the blood stream.

Private Colleges 
Fight To Survive 


Anyone acquainted with private 


Colleges and universities in this 
Country can't help but be keenly 
aware that private higher educa- 
tion today is facing a financial 
Crisis of unrealized proportions. 


Last week. Alban Weber, head of 


the Federation 01 Independent Illi- 
nois Colleges and Universities, said 
most private colleges and univer- 
sities must get state aid if they are 
to survive 


Weber, an attorney for North- 


western University, should know. 
Last month Northwestern agreed 
to allow the Chicago Bears to play 
football 
in 
Dyche Stadium 
in 


Evanston for five years. A per- 
centage of the gate receipts will 
Help ease the university's financial 
Crisis 


The challenge to private in- 


•titutions and to citizens is obvious, 
according to an official of the Car- 
negie Corp. of New York, who 
raises doubt about whether many 
private institutions can continue to 
iurvive. 


Statistics indicate, too, that as 


enrollment and general expenses 
i n c r e a e building expenditures 
have declined. 


Private 
college 
enrollment 


Climbed from 1 3 million in 1960 to 
<lose to 2 million in 1970. In the 
lame period of time, however, cap- 
ital expenditures went from $400 
million (1960) to $1.2 billion (1965) 
and back to an estimated $400 mil- 
lion in 1970 In other words, con- 
struction 
of new buildings to 


handle the increases has declined, 
perhaps due to a lack of funds to 
build facilities to house students 
and classrooms. 


Many private colleges are hiking 


tuition to meet expenses — and the 
effect is to drive many students 
into cheaper public education. Vol- 
untary contributions can't cover 
the losses; inflation and fears 
about campus disorder have hack- 
ed into revenue. 


Today, there is an increasing 


governmental willingness to face 
the problem. The Third Master 
Plan of the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education (IBHE) has urged de- 
velopment of a "collegiate com- 
mon market" to share facilities 
and services. 


Likewise, the IBHE's executive 


secretary has urged a plan to pay 
private colleges grants of $400 per 
student winners of state scholar- 
ships. 


Before the legislature or any oth- 


er group can effectively aid private 
education — and in turn take some 
of the enrollment burden off public 
education — the public must be- 
come increasingly aware of the 
role of private higher education. 


Private higher education's main 


asset is that it is not largely ac- 
countable to state government. In 
this way it can encourage what- 
e v e r education philosophy it 
chooses. A wide variety of different 
shapes and sizes of education, we 
feel, gives students a wider range 
of ideas and philosophies to absorb 
or to choose from. 


Whether that diversity will sur- 


vive, however, is a question to be 
answered in coming years. We 
have, from state government, a 
strong first step towards that sur- 
vival. 


Hard Times 
Library Was 
Not Top Need 


The people of Prospect Heights have a 


problem indeed when they approve a 
$250,000 referendum for a new library 
and vote down a referendum that would 
aid the problems of School District 23 
and was a necessity. A new library 
would be nice, granted, but not first on 
the list of the needs of our town. 


It is my opinion that the same people 


who view a new library as so important 
are the ones who are slighting our chil- 
dren. A new library at the expense of the 
children is a very harsh victory. But per- 
haps there is one redeeming factor: 
when our children go on split shifts, be- 
cause of overcrowded schools, at least 
they will have a lovely new building in 
which to spend all their free time. 


I hope the non-interested citizens of our 


town will not complain about the over- 
crowded library facilities then and pass 
a new referendum.

HYDROCULTURE, INC. has devel- 


oped two systems One unit grows green 
feed for livestock in seven days through 
controlled environment chambers Then 
there is the "Magic Garden" system, 
automated greenhouses for year-round 
growing of vegetable for human con- 
sumption. The commercial size measures 
26 feet by 128 feet; the smaller ones for 
use in or around the house are 10 feet by 
14 feet. 


Shallow trenches are dug the length of 


th.? greenhouse and heavy vinyl sheeting 
developed by the Goodyear company is 
laid in the trenches. Perforated irriga- 
tion pipes carrying a special nutrient so- 
lution are laid over the liner and buried 
in a 10 inch covering of inert washed 
gravel. 


The vinyl holds the gravel and keeps 


the nutrient from being absorbed into the 
earth. Seedlings are planted in the gravel 
and moisture sensors in the beds auto- 
matically activate pumps at the head of 
the beds. Nutrient water is pumped up 
and shut off automatically as need arises 
or disappears. 


Air is sucked through a filter at one 


end of the greenhouse, and a furnace is 
mounted at the other end for winter op- 
eration. Every other day attendants pol- 
linate the plants with a battery operated 
electric toothbrush. 


H y d r o c u l t u r e presently is con- 


centrating on tomatoes, according to 
Lentz A greenhouse holds 1,110 plants, 
and the yield is roughly 30,000 pounds of 
"gourmet" tomatoes per year. Com- 
m e r c i a l production of curncumbers 
recently was begun, and experiments 
continue on other vegetables, fruits and 
flowers 


T H E 
HYDROCULTURE 
tomatoes 


have been sold commercially throughout 
Arizona, and supermarket reports in- 
dicate jonsumers buy them even though 
they cost 20 to 30 cents a pound more 
than other tomatoes. 


Dr. Donald Black, research director of 


the firm, noted that any vegetable or 
flower that grows in soil can be grown 
hydroponically It will grow faster and 
be safe from oil diseases, harmful 
sprays, weeds, insects and climatic haz- 
ards. So there are cost savings. 


One acre produces four or more times 


as much produce and matures up to 30 
per cent faster than by conventional 
methods, said Black 


There now are over 100 "Magic Gar- 


dens" in operation or in the process of 
being installed in 17 states, Canada and 
Guam, he said.

The column answers 
questions most frequently asked by tax- 
payers. 


Q) How do I go about having taxes tak- 


en out of my company pension? I just 
read a retired person could now do that 
and avoid making estimated tax pay- 
ments. 


A) A special form has been prepared 


which retired persons may use to request 
that federal income tax be withheld from 
a pension or annuity. This is Form W-4P, 
Annuitant's Request for Federal Tax 
Withholding, and is now available at IRS 
offices. The tax withholding cannot begin 
before next January but a form author- 
izing withholding should be filed now 
with the company that pays ycur pension 
or annuity. 


Amounts withheld must be at least $5 a 


month and in whole-dollar amounts. The 
withholding cannot reduce any annuity 
payment to less than $10. Social Security 
benefits and other tax free pensions are 
not subject to withholding. 


Q) Our oldest daughter is getting mar- 


ried in December. Will this mean we will 
lose our exemption for her even though 
we supported her practically all year? 


A) Your daughter's marriage will not 


automatically disqualify her as your de- 
pendent this year. If your daughter docs 
not file a joint return with her husband 
you may claim her exemption as long as 
the other dependency tests are met. 


Q) Do I declare as income the property 


I inherited from my father? 


A) No, the value of an inheritance does 


not have to be reported for income tax 
purposes. However, if you make any 
profit on the sale of the property at a 
later date, this gain will be taxable. Be 
sure to keep good records so that any 
profit can be accurately reported. 


Q) Can I deduct losses on my farm 


operations this year from my other in- 
come? I have a part-time job. 


A) Yes, farm losses can be deducted 


from other income if you are engaged in 
farming for profit. However, special 
rules apply if you are a cash basis farm- 
er with nonfarm adjusted gross income 
over $50,000 and a farm net loss in ex- 
cess of $25,000.

Indoor Garden: 


Head Start 
On Spring 


by MARY B. GOOD 


Who says that itchy-fingered gardeners 


have to wait until the spring thaw? 


Why not have a garden in the kitchen? 
You'll have just as much fun gourmet- 


ing as you do growing your own herbs. 


There's nothing arcane or tricky about 


gardening indoors. Most people do it on a 
shoestring, in full sun. 


A pot or two of coriander, fennel or 


marjoram on a kitchen window is handy 
to brighten up soups and stews while 
prettying up the place. 


Chop off some chervil for an omelette 


extra. Pluck a rosemary leaf for a 
dumpling casserole, or drop some basil 
on a cold lobster platter. 


AS ONE CONNOISSEUR put it, "Sav- 


ory is comforting in salad." 


Another imaginative idea is seed 


sprouting. Farmers have been sprouting 
for years, to make sure leftover grains 
are viable. Europeans, especially the 
Swiss, are big on sprouts for breakfast, 
like Americans are on their Wheaties 
and Quaker Oats. The natural food en- 
thusiasts go out for sprouting in a bag 
way. 


A supplier of the freshest greens for 


salads, chop suey ingredients, soups, 
rolls, breads, cookies and hors d'oeuvres, 


a seed sprouter needn't be as fancy as 
the type shown here. (This germinator, 
called "Bio Snacky," is imported from 
Switzerland and consists of three fur- 
rowed seed bowls, a water catching 
bowl, a cover and a unique draining de- 
vice that allows systematic watering.) 


If you wish, grow good health m the 


kitchen without soil or fertilizers with 
simply a glass dish, a handful of viable 
seeds (rinsed twice a day) and a cheese- 
cloth cover (to facilitate draining off ex- 
cess water While holding back the 
seeds). 


IF YOU'RE THE TYPE that uncovers 


seeds once they're planted to see if 
they're growing, you may take to the ex- 
citement of germinating your own no- 
peek seeds and watching them grow to 
delicate plants and shoots. 


Another great thing about sprouting is 


that it's quick and easy. You're not sad- 
dled down with stragglies for weeks on 
end. In three to six days (depending on 
the type of seeds you sow) you've got a 
harvest. 


Don't wait for spring to get out your 


herbs and seeds. Get growing now.

(Maine Township) all integrate the mate- 
rials in various health, biology, sociology 
and physical education classes. 


Major roadblocks to better VD educa- 


tion across the country are parental, reli- 
gious and community objections, the 
American Medical Association asserts 


Groups formed against VD education m 


the schools include Sanity on Sex (SOS), 
Mothers Organized for Moral Stability 
(MOMS), Citizens for Parental Rights 
and People Against Unconstitutional Sex 
Education (PAUSE). Best known is the 
Movement to Restore Decency (MOTO- 
REDE). 


Motorede, an ad hoc committee of the 


John Birch Society, did battle with offi- 
cials in several local school districts just 
two years ago. They attacked SEICUS- 
type sex education for guilt by associ- 
ation. They charged that sex education 
damages the moral fibre of their chil- 
dren and weakens family relationships. 
The furor died down after parents, and 


in one district, a citizens committee, 
were assured the teaching aids did not 
show copulation, were not lurid or ob- 
scene. 


SOME EDUCATORS are still reluctant 


to "make an issue" of their VD educa- 
tion for fear of stirring opposition again 
Districtwide, parents are jnvited to view 
materials before they are presented to 
the children.

chance thing Bob, while in the offices of 
Jet Magazine, met a man who knew Ali 
Bob talked to the Champ, who was pre- 
paring for his fight with Floyd Patterson 
at the time, and he said he'd like to meet 
him They met after Christmas in Louis- 
ville and spent one evening and part of 
the next day getting to know each other. 


ThU friendship developed to such SB 


extent that, at least every ether month, 
Bob would come te Chicago for a visit 
until last year when All moved his fami- 
ly to Philadelphia. Now they have to 
keep in touch by telephone. 


Bob knows this man better than most 


whites and many blacks in ttts country. 
He's been AL's guest at ringside for the 
Cleveland and Terrell fights, he's been 
All's guest on numberous occasions as 
well as had the Champ as his guest in 
Iowa City 


What is Muhammad All really like 


when he's not putting on his "I am the 
greatest!" act7 Thu is what Bob had to 
say 


"He is the essence, the personification 


of gentleness, goodness and patience. 
He's Just a tremendous person. If you 
could settle him down long enough so 
that he could get a PhD or something, 
there would be no stopping him He could 
be king of the world, literally " 


Bob recalled two stories — one reveal- 


Ing hi* goodness and the other Ms pa- 
tience. While making a visit to Iowa City 
to see Us friend. All was asked to visit 
some badly Injured patients at the hospi- 
tal. Although he had a very busy sched- 
ulr. All look an hour and a haH oat to 
cheer them up. 


Another time Bob drove Ms Volkswag- 


en to Chicago for a visit and they went 
out to dinner Ali, used to bigger cars, 
was anxious to try out his VW. While he 
was draped around the wheel at a stop- 


sign, a poor black woman recognized 
him She asked him to drive down a 
couple of blocks and she would send out 
her cousin who would love to meet him. 


All, anxious to make the woman hap- 


py, waited 10 minutes outside the apart- 
ment but no one showed up. Bob was 
impressed because here was « world fa- 
mous personality taking time out to 
please a fan. 


"And he's like this all the time," said 


Bob. "He's extremely patient, even with 
Urge crowds He's especially this way 
with the average Joe kind of person. 
They'll stop him on the street and he'll 
give them all the time in the world " 


Bob and the Champ have discussed his 


refusal to go Into the Army. This was 
what Bob had to say about that: 


"He's utterly sincere about his con- 


victions which, I think, have been proved 
beyond a shadow of a doubt by the fact 
that it cost him a fortune, literally. He 
knew that if he went into the service he 
would get special treatment, but it was 
on principle that he didn't go. 


"He was fully prepared to go to jail 


and he stall is if things don't turn out 
right. And remember, when he refused 
induction, it was at a time when it was 
not quite so acceptable or popular as it is 
now " 


Bob has a seat waiting for him in New 


York should he be able to fly out next 
Monday night. If he can't make it, he'll 
watch the Ali-Frazier fight on closed- 
circuit television. 


"I saw two of his fights in person 


and yen have to see this man in action," 
he said. "His speed is just incredible, 
just incredible. I'll tell you, if you're bet- 
ting any money, bet on Ali." 


I didn't need Bob's advice on that 


score for I've been pocketing some 
change ever since his upset victory back 
in 1964 over the now deceased Sonny Its- 
ton. Even before that I also was caught 
up in the excitement that surrounds this 
man. 


I've been a fan ever since I stayed up 


late at night back in 1960 to watch tapes 
that were flown in to New York from the 
Olympic Games in Rome. 


I agree with Bob on all counts about 


that is a most misunderstood man. He 
may not be successful in the ring Mon- 
day night because of the long layoff he 
had to endure He might be "whupped," 
we'll just have to watt and see 


No matter what happens, I respect 


him. He chose to stand on his own con- 
viction and did not run and hide in an- 
other country — though most would wel- 
come him — when faced with a draft 
evasten conviction. 


All careers must end and so it will be 


with Ali, either by his losing the fight 
with Frazier or going to jail. 


I envy Bob « great deal. I wish I could 


have been called a friend of this most 
bizarre of athletes.

"Our target date for the introduction of 


the legislation for a new code was 
March," said Krause. "We haven't set a 
definite date, however, and we are meet- 
ing this v.eek to make more definite 
plans," he said 


"We have a number of people in the 


legislature who want to introduce the 
bill, but the problem is to get a Demo- 
crat and a Republican to co-sponsor the 
bill," he said. Krause and his committee 
are meeting with builders, architects, 
suppliers and others related to the build- 
ing industry throughout the state, to 
gather support for the bill. 


A bill was introduced last year to write 


a new state building code, but it died in a 
committee. 


The code which HBAI would like to see 


as the standard for Illinois is based on 
the Building Officials Conference of 
America (BOCA) code. It is a per- 
formancy-type code, which specifies the 
qualities of building materials rather 
than naming specific building products. 
It also would include the National Elec- 
tric Code and the State of Illinois Plumb- 
ing Code. 


"A savings on cost is one area that 


we're aiming at with the new code," said 
Krause "We're also encouraging re- 
search and development of new products. 
Right now our suppliers are not willing 
to invest the money in new products the 


codes do not allow them to be put into 
use." 


Bruce Blietz, president of HBAGC, 


said, "There is a great deal of creative 
capability in our industry right now. If 
we can free this, we can provide better 
homes. We have the technical data on 
many innovations, not available when 
many of the municipalities' codes were 
written. 


"Many municipal building codes are 


written to be restrictive, or to exclude 
certain developments because they have 
a vested interest," said Blietz. "This has 
created a real hodgepodge of codes in 
the Chicago metropolitan area. Some of 
the codes add extra costs without adding 
to the longevity of the building or value 
to the purchaser. 


"We are not trying to cheapen housing, 


but to take unnecessary things out of it," 
said Blietz. "This would allow the pur- 
chaser of a home to put the dollars saved 
into more meaningful areas of the home, 
to allow a better environment. For ex- 
ample, it would be more beneficial to 
have additional landscaping or recrea- 
tional facilities, than to have unneces- 
sary wiring or plumbing."

ages of our buyers span from 23 to 72, we 
looked into it.

Buyers Want A Good Fit 


by LEA TONKIN 


Just as a woman with the right assets 


rejects the confines of a corset, home 
buyers who qualify for a conventional 
mortgage are rejecting Federal Housing 
Administration (FHA-backed financing. 


"Conventional loans are faster and can 


be made to fit the needs of the borrower, 
but FHA is like a corset — you have to 
fit into it," said Warren Pursell of Mount 
Prospect, executive director of the Cook 
County Council of Insured Savings Asso- 
ciations He said this is a major reason 
for the large number of conventional 
loans, compared to FHA-insured loans in 
the Northwest Suburbs and the rest of 
the Chicago metropolitan area. 


"The demand for FHA has not picked 


up, because when the rate dropped to 7 
per cent, the effective rate was actually 
higher," said Pursell. The rates on mort- 
gages insured by FHA dropped from 7% 
per cent to 7 per cent hi mid-February. 


"This was a premature drop in the in- 


terest rate, ahead of the money market. 
Therefore, when the rate was lowered to 
7 per cent, points were added to the sell- 
er's cost, bringing up the effective rate 
to 7% per cent," said Purcell. Points are 
a percentage of the mortgage amount 
charged by the lender to the seller. Buy- 
ers with an FHA-backed mortgage also 
pay an additional % per cent interest for 
mortgage insurance. 


FHA-insured financing makes up only 


5 per cent of the mortgage financing by 
savings and loan associations in the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area, according to 
Pursell The associations now have ap- 
proximately $8 billion outstanding in 
home loans. 


Mortgage lending in the Chicago met-

Noting that home buyers are taking ad- 


vantage of lower conventional interest 
rates and greater availability of mort- 
gage funds, Pursell said further declines 
in the interest rates are almost impos- 
sible, unless there is a reduction in sav- 
ings rates. "Depending on what the mon- 
ey market is like in the next few months, 
there could be a reduction in some 
rates," he said. 


"In the meantime, there are some re- 


ductions in the terms," said Pursell.

In Atlanta, the figures 
were 8.5 per cent and 8 44 per cent, re- 
spectively; and in Houston, the respec- 
tive figures were 8.85 per cent and 8 61 
per cent.

Frequent Strikes 


Freeman Named Security Consultant 


Sti k(~; against the government tra- 


ditionnllv have been outlawed by special 
legislation with more than 30 states hav- 
ing st itutes condemning strikes by some 
or all of their public employes Others 
achieve the same result through appli- 
cation of common law rules, said Com- 
merce Clearing House 


In addition a federal statute specifi 


rally bans strikes bv public employes 
The reasons given for this almost univer- 
sal ban on public employe strikes are 
baaed primarily on public policy and the 
state s right to exercise its pohce power 


Some labor experts believe state gov- 


ernments particularly should adopt a 
n«w approach to public employe strikes 
giving at least a limited right to strike — 
where public health and safety are not 
involved Some states (Vermont Hawaii 
and Pennsylvania > have done so by stat- 
ute CCH said 


Early 
1970 Labor Department data 


showed that a public employes strike oc- 
curred somewhere in the I nited States 
every three days compared with 26 
strikes in 1959 


One of the alternatives proposed is the 


application of collective bargaining prin- 
ciples that apply to the private sector, 
said CCH In any situation threatening 
the public health and safety, the emer- 
gency provisions under the Taft Hartley 
Act could be invoked 


Another alternative is the adoption of a 


system that would ban strikes by some 
public employes — as firemen and po- 
licemen — while providing compulsory 
arbitration for bargaining impasses, per- 
mit public employers to seek injunctions 
when strikes by employes performing vi- 
tal services injure the public, and leave 
other employes free to sti ike 


Another approach is to uphold the ban 


on strikes but would leave the door open 
for devising workable alternatives to the 
right to strike, m the form of improved 
negotiation procedures fact-finding with 
recommenoations and similar alterna- 
tives said CCH 


Others have adopted a more flexible 


posture said CCH In their opinion, nei- 
ther stringent 
anti-strike laws, com- 


pulsory arbitration, nor any single ap- 
proach is the answer 


The traditional view of course, has 


been that public employe strikes are in- 
jurious to the public health and welfare 
and should be banned Court ducisions 
have upheld this contention around the 
country including Michigan, New York, 
Ohio and Wisconsin 


The view that such strikes are "con- 


trary to common law" has been ex- 
pressed by the courts in California, Flor- 
ida 
Illinois. Indiana 
Maryland, New 


Jersey and North Dakota 


In some states, existing anti-strike 


laws have narrow application Such is 
the case in Alabama Idaho and other 
states whose anti-strike prohibitions en- 
compass only firefighters, and in North 
Dakota where they are limited to public 
school teachers 


A few states have a limited ban on 


strikes In the state of Vermont, for ex- 
ample, no public employe may strike 
while m the performance of his official 
duties 
if the strike will endanger the 


health safety or welfare of the public 


Strikes by public employes during the 


pendency of statutory collective bargain- 
ing procedures are prohibited in Penn- 
svtvanua Should a strike by public em- 
ployes occur after the statutory collec- 
tive bargaining processes have been 
completely utilized and exhausted such 
a strike is not prohibited unless it

"energy gap" for some time to come, 
according to Frank N. Dcard, president 
of the American Petroleum Institute 
(AP1> He urged that the government 
help solve the problem by adopting a 
"coordinated approach to energy pol- 
icies " 


"It is not sufficient (or us merely to 


solve the immediate energy shortage," 
he said "We must find positive solutions 
to all the energy problems for many 
years to come Only through the devel- 
opment t sound programs affecting our 
total energy picture — production, finan- 
cial, environment — can we continue to 
rely upon an adequate energy supply " 
Government and industry must combine 
their efforts toward that goal, Heard 
added He expressed Ms views In the 
current issue of Petroleum Today, the 
API's quarterly magazine. 


He said the government must adopt 


potteries which take into account such di- 
verse matters as the availability of rail- 
road coal cars; the wellhead price of nut- 
ural gas offshore drilling for oil; *e 
rate at which nuclear power stations are 
constructed, oil import regulations; laws 
protecting the environment; and the 
availability of Middle East oil 


Dcard pointed to the magnitude of the 


energy problem by using this illustra- 
tion- 


"If we take the energy demand in 1959 


as (an index of) 100, the index for 1970 is 
already at 200 — a doubling In 20 yean. 
By 1985. the Index will be at 400 — anoth- 
er doubling in 15 years. And by the year 
2000 it will be at 600." 


He said that the demand for energy 


from oil alone is very high. "During each 
day of the year." Heard said, "the United 
States consumes nearly 15 million bar- 
rels of oil Over a year's time, that aver- 
ages more than 27 barrels for every 
man, 
woman and child." 


But he said the nation's current energy 


supply problems do not mean the United 
States is running out of coal, natural gas 
or oil 


"The United States has an enviable 


abundance of natural energy reserves in 
the earth beneath \a, the seabeds around 
us, and (he mighty waters of the nation," 
be said 


The question, he said, is how to bring 


these resource' into use. He suggested 
that one aspect of the problem could be 
solved if the government were to estab- 
lish a more realistic price for natural 
gas. He noted that control over the price 
of natural gas sold interstate was given 
to the Federal Power Commission by a 
decision of the US. Supreme Court in 
1994 


Since then, Ikard said, production costs 


of natural gas "have soared and the Fed- 
eral Power Commission has continued to 
bold gas prices at a low, unrealistic lev- 
el " 


He said this has not only frightened 


investors away from the industry, but 
has been an artificial stimulant which 
has sent tiie demand for gas "sky- 
rocketing" and, at the same time, has 
created problems for the coal industry. 


"It is very difficult, and in some cases 


impossible for coal to compete with the 
lower cost of natural gas. This problem 
will continue until a more equitable and 
realistic pricing policy comes to natural 
gas," Ikard said "As the cleanest burn-

ing of our fossil fuels, natural gas should 
enjoy a premium price tag today; in- 
stead it is underpriced." 


Turning to another aspect of the ener- 


gy gap, Heard noted that most of the re- 
sidual fuel oil used on the U.S. East 
Coast has been imported because it was 
lower in price than domentte "reskl" 


"The roaaon for these imports was 


simple: Price Domestic resid simply 
could not compete with the tow-cost im- 
ported item. Now, however, the pricing 
balance has shifted dramatically," he 
said 


Ikard said the cost of imported residu- 


al has been increased by the difficulties 
in the Middle East, among them being 
the closing of the Suez Canal; the ruptur- 
ing of the Trans-Arabian Pipeline which 
connected the Persian Gulf with the

Mediterranean; and the reduction in oil 
production ordered by the Libyan gov- 
ernment. These developments forced pet- 
roleum companies to ship oil from the 
Persian Gulf all the way around Africa's 
Cape of Good Hope. 


"The time required for a tanker to go 


around the Cape is six times that re- 
quired by the old Mediterranean route," 
Ikard said. "As a consequence tanker ca- 
pacity was greatly strained and 'spot' 
tanker charter rates rose sharply. 


"A 100,000-ton tanker that chartered 


for $600,000 per trip from the Persian 
Gulf to Great Britain in 1969, now costs 
$2 million to charter. New tankers are 
being built, but their construction takes 
tune. This means the squeeze will be 
with us for some time to come," he con- 
cluded.

"This dessert always gets lots of

room of The Homestead Inn in Lake Pla- 
cid, N.Y., which overlooks Mirror Lake 
and long has been a favorite spot for 
sports enthusiasts both winter and sum- 
mer. 


To serve this deletcable main course, 


melt V* cup butter in a 1% quart flame- 
proof casserole. Mince % a medium 
sweet bermuda or white onion and saute 
until tender. Add % cup fresh sliced 
mushrooms, 1 teaspoon paprika, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, and Vi teaspoon nutmeg. Cook 
for 5 minutes. 


In alternate layers place 6 slices of 


white meat of chicken and 6 slices of 
boiled ham. Heat heavy cream and add 
enough to cover, about 1% cups. Place in 
a 400-degree oven and bake for 10 min- 
utes. 


Cover the top with % tablespoon grated 


parmesan cheese and return to oven un- 
til top is browned. Serve over toast 
points very hot. 


For a yummy dessert try this rum 


cream pie which I first tasted in Chris- 


tiana Campbell's Tavern in restored Wil- 
liamsburg, Va. For a 9-inch pie which 
will serve eight amply because it's very 
rich, prepare your favorite baked or 
crumb pie shell. 


Beat 5 egg yolks until light and add 3'4 


cup sugar. Soak 1 envelope plain gelatin 
in cold water, then put over a low fire 
and bring to a boil. Pour in the sugar- 
egg mixture, stirring briskly and con- 
stantly. 


Fold in % cup heavy cream which has 


been whipped until stiff. Flavor with Hi 
ounces of dark Jamaica rum. Allow to 
cool until the mixture begins to set, then 
pour into pie shell. Chill until firm. 


Shave unsweetened dark chocolate, 


enough to sprinkle lightly the top of the 
pie. You can garnish with additional 
whipped cream, but really the pie is rich 
enough without. Serve cold in small wed- 
ges.

Replace 
the standard tossed salad with a mari- 
nated type of salad, cole slaw and/or the 
Spinach and Onion Salads given below.

A .switch to spinach salad is a welcome 


change any time of the year, but particu- 
larly during those months when lettuce 
and greens supply is often limited 


MICKEY'S FRESH SPINACH 


SALAD DRESSING 


Vt cup salad oil 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 tablespoon grated parmesan cheese 
'•i teaspoon salt 
V« teaspoon sugar 
1/8 teaspoon freshly ground pepper 


generous dash paprika 
garlic salt to taste 


Combine all the ingredients, mixing 


well. Pour over cleaned and dried fresh 
spinach. Toss and serve. 


Serves 6-8. 
Yield: Enough dressing for 1 salad. 
Variations: A few slices of hard boiled 


eggs and one Bermuda onion, cut into 
thin rings, makes an attractive addition 
to the fresh spinach salad. 


SWEET SOUR ONION SALAD 


1 green pepper, cut

world" flavor. 


CARAWAY SLAW 


Vi medium sized head of cabbage 
2 medium sized apples 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
V4 cup vegetable oil 
3 tablespoons cider vinegar 
2 teaspoons caraway seeds 
1 tablespoon sugar 
% teaspoon salt 


dash white pepper 
Trim outer leaves from cabbage, cut in 


half and shred fine. Wash apples, quarter 
and core. Dice into medium sized pieces. 
Toss with l teaspoon lemon juice and 
add to cabbage. Combine vegetable oil, 


vinegar, caraway seeds^ sugar, salt and 
pepper, mixing well. Pour dressing over 
cabbage' mixture. Toss. Chill before 
serving. 


Single recipe serves 6. 
You might wish to reserve half of the 


apples, sliced as a garnish, to lay around 
the top of the slaw when serving. 


The sugar may be increased or de- 


creased according to your own taste. 


Vegetable Medley Salad is marvelous 


for entertaining. It also is a good recipe 
to take along on a summer picnic or bar- 
becue because it is prepared in advance.

GOP Slate, 1 Independent 
Off The April Ballot 


The decision of the Hanover Park 


Electoral Board, made public Wednes- 
day, removes the three-member Republi- 
can 
slate 
and 
another independent 


trustee candidate from the April ballot. 


The electoral board, composed of Vil- 


lage Pres. Richard Baker, Village Clerk 
Elaine Mars and Circuit Court Judge 
Helen McGuillicuddy, heard challenges 
on petitions filed by seven of the 11 
trustee candidates last Friday. 


The decision was not made public until 


registered letters had a chance to reach 
the challenged candidates. 


T h e three 
Republican candidates 


Frank Dalla Valle Jr., Thomas Evert 
and William Reitz expect to file an ap- 
peal with the Circuit Court. Appeals 
must be filed within 10 days. 


T H E FOURTH candidate, Harold 


Soucie. reportedly plans to run as a 
write-in candidate. 


The three man Hanover's Own Party 


slate, consisting of incumbents Louis 
Barone. James Scheuber and James 
Kamradt and also challenged, was given 
a favorable decision and the challenge 
was dismissed. 


The GOP slate was challenged by Jo- 


seph I«wandowski. a HOP party suppor- 
ter, who objected that the caucus method 
should have been used instead of the 
primary method to pick the candidates. 
Lewandowski insisted the slate was not 
an established party and filed too early. 


Donald Totten, Schaumburg Township 


commltteeman, said he did not feel the 
objection or decision were valid. 


Totten added that he felt confident that 


a Circuit Court decision would be favor- 
able to the GOP candidates. 


He noted that before the party filed, 


attorneys Edward Hofert and Norman 
Samelson representing the Republicans 
researched the proper method to file. 


Hofert and Samelson representing the 


slate at the hearing asked the electoral 
board to dismiss the challenge and pre- 
sented this argument: They insist that 
according to Illinois law, the only way 
for the GOP to file was by the primary 
method. Since primary candidates had to 
file in December, objections had to be 
filed by Dec. 31. (Independents and local 
parties filed in February.) 


LEWANDOWSKI'S 
objections 
were 


filed 51 days later and the attorneys ar- 
gued that since the objections must be 
filed 5 days after petitions are filed his 
objections were invalid. 


H o w e v e r , the municipal electoral 


board denied the attorneys' request for a 


dismissal of the challenge and upheld 
two of the charges; the first that the 
GOP party is not an established party 
and secondly that it filed too early. 


Totten strongly disagrees with this de- 


cision pointing out that the Republican 
party in Illinois is certainly an "estab- 
lished party." 


Soucie is out of the state due to family 


illness but his supporters said a write-in 
campaign is being considered. 


The HOP party was challenged by 


Ralph Kanehl former village building in- 
spector. 


Mrs. Kanehl said her husband felt his 


objections were thrown out because "al-

Letter writing can be a chore people 


shrink from. 


But five teenagers got together at the 


Twinbrook YMCA Saturday for just that 
chore, and when they finished they had 
written over 200 letters.

Smolla of Bloomingdale, a Lake Park 
High School senior, and Carol Cuny of 
Schaumburg, a Schaumburg High School 
sophomore. 


Working with Rod and Carol were Al- 


lan Schuster of Hoffman Estates, a soph- 
omore at Conant High School; Bill Down- 
ing of Keeneyville, a Lake Park senior, 
and Marge Stehle of Hoffman Estates, a 
Conant senior.

In another room of the Y offices, other 


Y supporters were preparing literature 
for the Y's sustaining membership pro- 
gram, the fund-raising effort that makes 
activities like camp possible. 


For $30 any person can purchase a 


year's sustaining membership card. That 
is about all they receive for their money, 
in one sense. All Y programs are run on 
a fee basis, and a sustaining membership 
does not fully cover fees, although ttfey 
bring slight reductions. 


But in a sense, the sustaining member- 


ship does offer the buyer, or contributor, 
more for bis money. As Robert Williams, 
Y director, puts it, if the drive fails to 
collect necessary funds, the Y will cease 
to operate. It runs on a tight budget, and 
the membership contributions pay all ex- 
penses not directly connected with pro- 
grams. 


CAMP FEES, for example, pay for 


space rental where necessary, buy food 


for the campers, purchase equipment 
and supply materials. They do not pay 
the cost of an office for the Y's head- 
quarters, or Williams' salary, or postage 
and printing for the application forms. 
These and other expenses are paid from 
the membership drive. 


The Y now holds a mortgage on 15- 


acres of land off Wise Road for $6,500 
plus mortgaging expenses, a site de- 
scribed by Williams as "a fine location, 
if we can just get it paid for." 


The site is used for one of the Y's five 


camping programs, day camp. Twin- 
brook offers five one week day camp ses- 
sions for children in first, second and 
third grades. The camp is staffed by vol- 
unteers, as are all Y programs. Williams 
and a half-time secretary are the only 
paid workers. A shelter was constructed 
on the site by the Y's Men's Club, who 
purchased materials from funds raised 
in club activities. This year the day 
camp will offer swimming for the first 
time since it began in 1968, the year the 
Y was formed. Already offered were ca- 
noeing and boating in a pond on the site. 
Swimming will be at Heritage T r a c e 


Apartments' pool for one hour four days 
per week. 


FOR CHILDREN in grades 
four 


through six, there is Y-Camp Wahoo, an 
established resident camp along the Mis- 
sissippi River, offering swimming, sports 
fields, rifle and archery ranges, boating 
and craft. Day camp costs $24 for sus- 
taining members and $29 for non-mem- 
bers. Camp Wahoo costs $54 for mem- 
bers and $59 for non-members. 


Only-for-boys is a Y Caravan, open to 


seventh through ninth graders. The Y 
rents a bus, buys food, takes tents and 
a stove and ice chest, and the campers 
are off for an 8-day trip through Wiscon- 
sin. Cost here is about $60, varying each 
year depending on the number of partici- 
pants. 


A coeducational camp is offered for 


older youngsters, in grades 10 through 
12, when a small number of participants 
takes a canoe trip through the Superior 
Boundary Waters Canoe Area in Min- 
nesota. Last year six teens paid $85 for 
the seven day trip. 


The entire family may take part in a 


group camp each summer, family week- 
end camp, that last year drew 18 fami- 


lies or 83 persons. Most of the families 
spent the weekend in tents, and group 
activities were planned for those who 
wanted them. The fee is $10. 


CAMPS KEEP Y members busy dur- 


ing summers, but in the winter the main 
activities are clubs. Y-Indian Guides has 
850 members, boys and their fathers. The 
state's largest Y-Indian Guide program, 
it has 56 tribes, with members from 
R o s e l l e , Bloomingdale. Medina and 
closer communities. The program is for 
first through third grade boys, and each 
boy's father must participate. 


Gra-Y is for b o y s in grades four 


through six. Strictly a boys' club pro- 
gram, it is organized and run by the boys 
with minimal participation by fathers. 
Shifting from the Indian theme, the pro- 
gram emphasizes sports. 


If the current membership drive suc- 


ceeds, proceeds will help start similar 
programs for girls, and a coeducational 
program for junior high grades. The Y's 
Men's Club supports many Y programs 
with funds and energy, and a new organ- 
ization, Triangle Club, will have similar 
activities for women.

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Adolph Link 
Retired Artist 
Dies At Age 86 


Adolph Link, 86. of Plum Grove Road, 


Schaumburg, died early yesterday morn- 
ing in St. Alexius Hospital, Elk Grove 
Village. Mr. Link,'a retired artist, was 
painting Monday morning when he be- 
came ill and was taken to the hospital. 


A resident of Schaumburg since 1932, 


he had lived in the Plum Grove Road 
home since 1940. 


Mr. Link began his career as a com- 


mercial artist when he was 22, and re- 
tired 20 years ago. but still was active. 
An exhibit of his current paintings was 
placed on display Monday for one month 
in Schaumburg Township Public Library. 


He worked mainly with oils and pen 


and ink drawings, and claimed to be the 
first and only artist ever to do "name 
drawings," drawings of churches using 
the names of members. He also was the 
first Schaumburg resident to commute 
daily to Chicago. Before his retirement, 
he rode the Milwaukee train to Chicago 
each day for work. 


MR. LINK studied a year at the Chi- 


cago Art Institute after he was encour- 
aged to study art by an illustrator for 
"Judge" magazine, a contemporary of 
the original "Life" magazine. He then 
began his career traveling the coun- 
tryside, painting pictures of farmhouses. 
He began doing his "name drawings" of 
churches in 1952, and said he has done 
them on churches from every state in the 
Union. Local churches he drew for 
church stationery included Prince of 
Peace Lutheran Church in Hoffman Es- 
tates and St Peter Lutheran Church, 
Schaumburg. 


Survivors include his wife Estelle, a 


son Robert and a daughter Mrs. Mary 
Lou Reynolds, all of Schaumburg. His 
children lived in homes on either side of 
his house. Also surviving are seven 
grandchildren. 


Semi-private memorial services will be 


held Saturday. Because Mr. Link do- 
nated his body to the University of Illi- 
nois Medical School, no funeral home is 
involved.

Continue Push For Mental Health Unit 


THE SCHAUMBURG Township Mental 


Health Board agreed to continue working 
toward a four-township mental health 
c o u n c i l Tuesday night, but urged 
changes in the organization. 


The local board indicated a second ref- 


erendum for taxing power to finance the 
council will not be planned for a long 
time. The first referendum was defeated 
Saturday by a three to one margin in all 
townships, and by a margin of about 5 to 
one in Schaumburg Township. 


"I don't think any of us were sur- 


prised," said Dr. Bernard Powell, chair- 
man both of the local board and the joint 
council. He said too many questions were 
left unanswered for the public con- 
cerning funding and how monies would 
be spent. A second referendum should 
not be held until the public is fully ac- 


quainted with local mental health needs 
and financing problems, he said. 


FOR THE PRESENT, said Dr. Powell, 


the Schaumburg board should "avail it- 
self" of information from the joint coun- 
cil, but not commit itself to any action 
unless members "understand the struc- 
ture completely." 


Two major changes for the joint coun- 


cil suggested by Schaumburg board 
members are elimination from the coun- 
cil's executive board of all professional 
persons affiliated with agencies to be 
served by the council and dropping as 
members any agencies serving residents 
of only one of the four townships. 


Under the proposal for the council, 


each of the four townships would have 
two members of the general council and 
one member of the executive board. The

for recreation land stipulated at one acre 
for each 100 residents," Weaver said. 


He added that for 3,100 people in the

The amendment also defines car wash 


facilities, automobile repair shops, public 
garages, minor motor repairs and sta- 
tion attendants.

The referendum must be passed by a 


simple majority of voters in the current 
library district and the area proposed for 
annexation before the land becomes a 
part of the district. 


The land proposed for annexation is 


bounded on the south by the Lake County 
line, the east by the Des Plaines River, 
the north by a line ore mile north of Port 
Clinton Road, and the west by Arlington 
Heights Road and Rte. 83. 


The 15 square mile area includes the 


communities of Prairie View, Half Day, 
Horatio Gardens, Aptakisic, part of Long 
Grove and the Lake County section of 
B u f f a l o Grove. Approximately 5,000 
people live in the area, according to li- 
brary board estimates. None of the 
communities are in a library district. 


Tuesday the library board tentatively 


selected the new library on Jenkins 
Court in Wheeling and Aptakisie-Tripp 
School in Prairie View as polling places 
for the referendum. 


The board also passed a motion to re- 


fund out-of-district library card fees on a 
pro-rated basis to patrons residing in the 
area proposed for annexation if the refer- 
endum passes. The refunds would be 
made until 15 days after the passage of 
the referendum. They would apply to 
those who purchased out-of-district cards 
after Jan. 1. 


Head librarian Ray Deutsch reported 


that about 200 people hold out-of-district 
library cards. Of these, about 60 per 
cent live in the area proposed for an- 
nexation, he said. 


"We're not just going to sit and wait 


for the decision," she said. 


The party will begin holding "coffees " 


in various neighborhoods of the village to 
give residents a chance to meet the can- 
didates and discuss the issues. 


Future full meetings of the party will 


be rallies for the candidates, they said. 


AT TUESDAY'S meeting the party

Stavros Business Zoning Favored

Stavros, repeatedly told the zoning board 
that Mrs. Stavros simply wants to use- 
part of the home for offices "at this 
time." He said he knew nothing of any 
other plans. 


However, a letter sent to the village by 


another representative of Mrs. Stavros 
said that she intends to build three or 
four retail stores. This letter was from 
Robert Moore of the Wheeling Trust and 
Savings Bank. 


A L T H O U G H THE letter is in 


the zonong board file, Douglas Car- 
gill, zoning board chairman, told the pro- 
testers he knew nothing about the shop- 
ping center plans. No other board mem- 
bers indicated that they knew of Moore's 
letter. 


The Buffalo Grove residents talked 


mostly about the problems that would be 
created by a small shopping center, and 
one even said he would not object to the 
rezoning if he could be assured that only 
the offices would be built 


McCabe said he would not agree to a 


covenant limiting the use of the land to 
offices because "covenants run with the 
land, they go on for three and four cen- 
turies." He said he always objects to 
covenants because they limit the proper- 
ty owner's rights drastically. 


The attorney said he knew nothing 


about Moore's letter and that he received 
all his information from Mrs. Sophia 


Karlesky, a daughter who lives with Mrs. 
Stavros. Mrs. Karlesky told him only 
about the office plans, McCabe said. 


MRS. KARLESKY, he said, is a real 


estate broker and she wishes to operate 
her business from offices in the home. 
She and her mother would continue to 
live there, he said. 


Mrs. Karlesky said that her mother 


has no plans to build a shopping center. 
Mrs. Stavros did not attend the hearing 
"because she is an older woman and is 
out of state," McCabe said. 


Objections to the rezoning centered on 


traffic congestion from a business area 
and a loss of value of the homes near the 


Stavros property. However, Atty. Gene 
M. Igolka, who represented the protest- 
ers, refused to present detailed objec- 
tions. 


Igolka said he would mail written ob- 


jections to the zoning board and take his 
case to the village board, which has final 
authority over rezoning the property. 


Igolka, who said he was hired last Fri- 


day, took> this stand after the zoning 
board refused to continue the hearing to 
give him time to prepare his objections. 


The zoning board unanimously ap- 


proved rezoning of the property from 
single family home zoning (R-l) to gen- 
eral business district (B-3).

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Politics Called 6A Game For The People' 


"People are sick and tired of govern- 


ment decisions being made in back 
rooms, hotels and clubs and the average 
person having to suffer with poor sewers 
and other problems as a result of those 
decisions." Jim Hoolihan of the Com- 
mittee on Illinois Government (CIG) told 
local residents Tuesday. 


Hoolihan. director of CIG's election 


service project, told Wheeling Independ- 
ent Party (WHIP) members that their 
involvement in local elections is an ex- 
ample of a revolution nationwide which 
is involving the average person in poli- 
tics 


"If you're really going to do things, if 


you're really going to make things bet- 
ter, you have to stop thinking that poli- 
tics is a dirty game," Hoolihan told an 
audience of approximately 30 people 


•TOLinCS IS A game for the people 


and it's only 'dirty' because it's been left 
to 'dirty1 people," he told the local party 
workers. 


Hoolihan heads a CIG project which 


gives free advice, legal services and help 
to local non-partisan candidates. 


Hoolihan himself has been involved in 


a variety of political campaigns in- 
cluding working as a student organizer 
for Robert Kennedy's presidential cam- 
paign, coordinating volunteers for inde- 
pendent William Singer in his first cam- 
paign for his Chicago alderman post, and 
as a statewide organizer for Adlai Ste- 
venson's recent senate campaign. 


"There's beginning to be a gradual 


revolution, a revolution which m eans 
that politics is not just for the payroller 
or party hack," he said. "Politics will 
become an occupation for everyone." 


A person's involvement in politics de- 


termines how he affects decisions on our 
living together as a society, he said. 


HOLLIHAN told the WHIP support- 


ers that the election service project had 
worked on over 40 different campaigns in 
the state. 


A successful campaign must include 


"a real and honest concern for the is- 
sues" and is measured by "the degree of 
participation the community has in the 
campaign," he said. 


"People are tired of politicians using 


politics as a game," he said, but cau- 
tioned the WHIP workers that in- 
volvement in politics is hard work. 


"Because it's such hard work, it's of- 


ten left to those whose only goal is their 
personal gain," he said. 


Part of the hard work is "researching 


what your neighbor wants," because 
"you 
can't represent him unless you 


know what he wants," Hoolihan said. 


' He said the residents must realize that 
"politics is a series of beginnings" and 
that they "should not be discouraged be- 
cause somebody wants to throw you off 
the ballot on technicalities." 


"The real reason they try to stop you 


is that politics has been their stronghold 


and they have a vested interest for per- 
sonal gain," he said. 


A CAMPAIGN should consist of three 


steps, he said, beginning with "an awak- 
ening that there is something wrong with 
the existing government, that things 
could be better, and that 'maybe we 
could do something to make it better.' " 


The second step involves "refining that 


awakening, saying, 'this is what we can 
do to make things better,' " he said. 


During that stage the candidates must 


talk to their neighbors to find out what 
the people want, he said. 


The third step must be "to make the 


party able to communicate to voters, to 
make your concerns their concerns," he 
said. 


He explained that the Committee on Il- 


linois Government is "committed to as- 
sisting candidates of whatever political 
persuasion with the technical expertise 
to help them run an effective campaign 


and make available some of the experi- 
ences we have had in political cam- 
paigns." 


He said the organization hopes to help 


local citizens decide "who's going to 
make the decisions for Wheeling?" 


"That's a decision everyone in the 


community should be involved in," he 
said. 


Contemplate Suit Against Village 


A group of Prospect Heights residents 


may file suit gainst the Village of 
Wheeling. The group, called the Wheel- 
ing Road Reionin^ Committee, is meet- 
ing tonight to discuss the possibility of 
taking legal action. 


The group was formed recently "to

AT THE MEETING, the village board 


ordered its attorney to draw up an ordi- 
nance to rezone Liebling's land for mul- 
tiple-family residences. The board will 
vote on the ordinance at a future meet- 
ing. Earlier, the Wheeling Zoning Board 
of Appeals recommended that Liebling's 
rezoning request be denied. 


Lyle said, "The village board meeting 


went much as I expected. It is a delaying 
tactic. The question in my mind is how 


can they develop an ordinance for the 
rezoning before they know if they will 
vote to approve the rezoning." 


"I agree with Trustee Ira Bird (the 


only board member who voted against 
preparation of the ordinance at this 
time) that there should be more study of 
Liebling's proposal" said Lyle. 


Lyle contends that residents living 


near Liebling's land have a right to de- 
termine how the land will be developed. 
If necessary he said the group will "re- 
store our rights through the courts." 


A fund drive has begun in the area 


near the proposed rezoning site to pay 
for any possible legal action. Lyle said 
the group already has pledges for $1,000.

Streets Need 
Repairs; Who's 
Got The Monev? 


The Village of Buffalo Grove is consid- 


ering major repair work on a number of 
streets, but doesn't know if it can afford 
it 


At Monday night's village board meet- 


ing. Bill Davis, public works director, re- 
ported on the condition of village streets 
and gave the board a priority list of 
street* which need repairing 


Davis listed Checker Road as the first 


priority, followed by Arlington Heights 
Road, St. Mary's Parkway, Bernard 
Drive. Timberhill Road, Raupp Boule- 
vard, and Maple Drive. 


After receiving the report, the board 


directed Raleigh Brandon, of Hattis En- 
gineering, the village engineenng con- 
sultant, to chock and see how much mon- 
ey is available in state motor fuel tax 
funds for Buffalo Grove. 


The trustees originally planned on ap- 


plying a layer of seal coating material on 
Raupp Boulevard. St. Mary's Parkway 
and Bernard Drive, but Brandon told 
board members that more extensive 
work is needed. 


Work on Checker Road is scheduled for 


the spring Preliminary survey work is 
scheduled for Arlington Heights Road in 
the future to determine what the repair 
costs for that ruad would be.

A L T H O U G H THE letter is in 


the zonong board file, Douglas Car- 
gill, zoning board chairman, told the pro- 
testers he knew nothing about the shop- 
ping center plans. No other board mem- 
bers indicated that they knew of Moore's 
letter. 


The Buffalo Grove residents talked 


mostly about the problems that would be 
created by a small shopping center, and 
one even said he would not object to the 
rezoning if he could be assured that only 
the offices would be built. 


McCabe said he would not agree to a 


covenant limiting the use of the land to 
offices because "covenants run with the 
land, they go on for three and four cen- 
turies." He said he always objects to 
covenants because they limit the proper- 
ty owner's rights drastically. 


The attorney said he knew nothing 


about Moore's letter and that he received 
all his information from Mrs. Sophia 
Karlesky, a daughter who lives with Mrs. 
Stavros. Mrs. Karlesky told him only 
about the office plans, McCabe said. 


MRS. KARLESKY, he said, is a real 


estate broker and she wishes to operate 
her business from offices in the home. 
She and her mother would continue to 
live there, he said. 


Mrs. Karlesky said that her mother 


has no plans to build a shopping center. 
Mrs. Stavros did not attend the hearing 
"because she is an older woman and is 
out of state," McCabe said. 


Objections to the rezoning centered on 


traffic congestion from a business area 
and a loss of value of the homes near the 
Stavros property. However, Atty. Gene 
M. Igolka, who represented the protest- 
ers, refused to present detailed objec- 
tions. 


Igolka said he would mail written ob- 


jections to the zoning board and take his 
case to the village board, which has final 
authority over rezoning the property. 


Igolka, who said he was hired last Fri- 


day, took this stand after the zoning 
board refused to continue the hearing to 
give him time to prepare his objections. 


The zoning board unanimously ap- 


proved rezoning of the property from 
single family home zoning (R-l) to gen- 
eral business district (B-3).

Library To Probe State Aid 


The Wheeling Public Library District 


will investigate the possibility of partici- 
pating in "Project Plus" a program of 
the Illinois State Library System to aid 
new library districts and library districts 
which have recently expanded or plan 
major expansion programs. 


Tuesday the library board authorized 


head librarian Ray Deutsch to find out if 
the Wheeling district can qualify for the 
program and, if so, to apply to partici- 
pate. 


Deutsch explained that in the Project 


Plus program, the Illinois State Library 
System can give a two year grant to a 
new library district or to an existing dis- 
trict which has recently expanded its ser- 
vice to an area which previously did not 
have library service. 


The money given by the state'system 


would amount to 12 cents per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation in the new service area 
yearly. It could not exceed $5 per capita. 


RECEIPT OF THE state funds would 


be contingent on voter approval of the 
creation of the new library district or of 
the annexation of the new service area to 
the existing district, Deutsch said. 


In addition, the local library district 


must pledge to contribute 50 cents per 


capita for one year to purchase equip- 
ment for the new service area or new 
district. 


Deutsch said the Illinois State Library 


System will appropriate $500,000 in the 
next two years for the Project Plus pro- 
gram. 


"If the annexation referendum is 


passed, it would benefit us to participate 


in the program," Deutsch said. "The ex- 
tra revenue would help us to expand our 
services in the annexed area. We would 
have an increased number of patrons 
and increased revenue would help." 


Deutsch said the Projecr Plus program 


was started to encourage local library 
districts to expand their services to in- 
clude eventually all parts of the state. 


4Truck' Opinion Sought 


The question of when a truck is a truck 


and when a truck isn't a truck came up 
at Monday night's Buffalo Grove Village 
Board meeting. 


Ralph 0. Mclntosh, of 430 Weidner Rd., 


appeared before the trustees to contest a 
$15 vehicle registration sticker he had to 
buy for what he termed a "recreational 
vehicle." 


Mclntosh owns a pick-up truck with a 


detachable camper cabin for the truck 
bed. Mclntosh said he checked with state 
officials and they told him that he could 
not use his truck for business or any oth- 
er purpose other than recreation. 


IN A LETTER to the board, Mclntosh 


said he based his argument on the fact 


that "the state of Illinois officially de- 
clares that my vehicle is not a truck, 
cannot legally be used as a truck, and is 
licensed as a recreational vehicle." 


"From my layman's reading of the or- 


dinance which sets fees in Buffalo Grove 
vehicle tax licenses and in view of the 
fact that the state will not permit use of 
the vehicle as a truck, the paragraph 
which pertains to passenger cars would 
seem to apply," Mclntosh stated. 


Since the village has no provisions for 


the registration and licensing of recrea- 
tional vehicles, the trustees referred the 
matter to the village attorney for an 
opinion.

May 8 Urged 
For Library 
Referendum 


The Wheeling Public Library District 


has proposed May 8 as the date for a 
referendum to annex a large tract of 
land in Lake County to the library dis- 
trict. 


The actual date for the referendum 


will be set by the Circuit Court of Cook 
County after an annexation petition is 
filed with the court. 


Mrs. Joyce Finnegan, chairman of the 


library board annexation committee, 
said at Tuesday's board meeting that an 
annexation petition will soon be circu- 
lated in the Lake County section of Buf- 
falo Grove, and in the Prairie View and 
Aptakisic area. She said a fact sheet is 
being prepared listing the advantages of 
annexation. 


The petition must be signed by 100 reg- 


istered voters in the area proposed for 
annexation before the referendum can be 
held. 


Once the petition is filed in circuit 


court, the court must set a date for the 
referendum within 60 days. 


The referendum must be passed by a 


simple majority of voters in the current 
library district and the area proposed for 
annexation before the land becomes a 
part of the district. 


The land proposed for annexation is 


bounded on the south by the Lake County 
line, the east by the Des Plaines River, 
the north by a line one mile north of Port 
Clinton Road, and the west by Arlington 
Heights Road and Rte. 83. 


The 15 square mile area includes the 


communities of Prairie View, Half Day, 
Horatio Gardens, Aptakisic, part of Long 
Grove and the Lake County section of 
B u f f a l o Grove. Approximately 5,000 
people live in the area, according to li- 
brary board estimates. None of the 
communities are in a library district. 


Tuesday the library board tentatively 


selected the new library on Jenkins 
Court in Wheeling and Aptakisie-Tripp 
School in Prairie View as polling places 
for the referendum. 


The board also passed a motion to re- 


fund out-of-district library card fees on a 
pro-rated basis to patrons residing in the 
area proposed for annexation if the refer- 
endum passes. The refunds would be 
made until 15 days after the passage of 
the referendum. They would apply to 
those who purchased out-of-district cards 
after Jan. 1. 


Head librarian Ray Deutsch reported 


that about 200 people hold out-of-district 
library cards. Of these, about 60 per 
cent live in the area proposed for an- 
nexation, he said.

"People are sick and tired of govern- 


ment decisions being made in back 
rooms, hotels and clubs and the average 
person having to suffer with poor sewers 
and other problems as a result of those 
decisions." Jim Hoolihan of the Com- 
mittee on Illinois Government (CIG) told 
local residents Tuesday 


Hoolihan, director of CIG's election 


service project, told Wheeling Independ- 
ent Party (WHIP) members that their 
involvement in local elections is an ex- 
ample of a revolution nationwide which 
is involving the average person in poli- 
tics. 


"If you're really going to do things, if 


you're really going to make things bet- 
ter, you have to stop thinking that poli- 
tics is a dirty game," Hoolihan told an 
audience of approximately 30 people 


"POLITICS IS A game for the people 


and it's only 'dirty' because it's been left 
to 'dirty' people," he told the local party 
workers. 


Hoolihan heads a CIG project which 


gives free advice, legal services and help 
to local non-partisan candidates. 


Hoolihan himself has been involved in 


a variety of political campaigns in- 
cluding working as a student organizer 
for Robert Kennedy's presidential cam- 
paign, coordinating volunteers for inde- 
pendent William Singer in his first cam- 
paign for his Chicago alderman post, and 
as a statewide organizer for Adlai Ste- 
venson's recent senate campaign 


"There's beginning to be a gradual 


revolution, a revolution which m eans 
that politics is not just for the payroller 
or party hack," he said. "Politics will 
become an occupation for everyone." 


A person's involvement in politics de- 


termines how he affects decisions on our 
living together as a society, he said 


HOLLIHAN told the WHIP support- 


ers that the election service project had 
worked on over 40 different campaigns in 
the state. 


A successful campaign must include 


"a real and honest concern for the is- 
sues" and is measured by "the degree of 
participation the community has in the 
campaign," he said. 


"People are tired of politicians using 


politics as a game," he said, but cau- 
tioned 
the WHIP workers 
that in- 


volvement in politics is hard work, 


"Because it's such hard work, it's of- 


ten left to those whose only goal is their 
personal gain," he said. 


Part of the hard work is "researching 


what your neighbor wants," because 
"you 
can't represent him unless you 


know what he wants,' Hoolihan said. 


' He said the residents must realize that 
"politics is a series of beginnings" and 
that they "should not be discouraged be- 
cause somebody wants to throw you off 
the ballot on technicalities." 


"The real reason they try to stop you 


is that politics has been their stronghold 


and they have a vested interest for per- 
sonal gain," he said. 


A CAMPAIGN should consist of three 


steps, he said, beginning with "an awak- 
ening that there is something wrong with 
the existing government, that things 
could be better, and that 'maybe we 
could do something to make it better.' " 


The second step involves "refining that 


awakening, saying, 'this is what we can 
do to make things better,' " he said.' 


During that stage the candidates must 


talk to their neighbors to find out what 
the people want, he said. 


The third step must be "to make the 


party able to communicate to voters, to 
make your concerns their concerns," he 
said. 


He explained that the Committee on Il- 


linois Government is "committed to as- 
sisting candidates of whatever political 
persuasion with the technical expertise 
to help them run an effective campaign 


and make available some of the experi- 
ences we have had in political cam- 
paigns." 


He said the organization hopes to help 


local citizens decide "who's going to 
make the decisions for Wheeling?" 


"That's a decision everyone in the 


community should be involved in," he 
said.

Open To Serve 
Township Teens 


"The Bridge" has opened in Palatine. 
Youth Services Bureau, nicknamed 


"The Bridge," opened its headquarters 
for the first time yesterday. Currently 
operated by two full-time youth workers, 
the bureau will be helping teens in Pala- 
tine Township and Arlington Heights 
with their probltms. 


Headquarters of the bureau are located 


in the upstairs offices of 4344 E. North- 
west Hwy., Palatine. Workers will keep 
office hours of 10 a.m. to noon, 1:30 to 6 
and 7:30 to 10 p.m. on weekdays in the 
headquarters and one worker will be on 
call throughout the weekends. 


Bureau workers may be reached at 


"The Bridge" by calling 359-7490. 


EMERSON THOMAS, director of the 


bureau, said operation of "The Bridge" 
is slow now. but It will pick up after ev- 
erything is set up. The bureau has been 


helping a few young people solve their 
problems since the first of the month. 


In helping teens with their problems, 


"The Bridge" will utilize local resources. 
Problems will be referred to the bureau 
by schools, parents, police and the teens 
themselves. 


Each problem will be examined by bu- 


reau staff workers and then the teen will 
be put in touch with the resource that 
can best help him. 


During the first weeks of operation, bu- 


reau workers will be building up a list of 
resources to assist young people with 
their problems. 


Youth Service Bureau is called "The 


Bridge" since it will act as a bridge be- 
tween teens and their parents, teens and 
the community, and problems and re- 
sources. The nickname originated with 
area young people, according to Thomas.

THERE WERE 118 young men present at Palatine Vil- 
lage Hall Saturday to take a qualification exam -for the 
Palatine Police and Fire departments. After the tests 
were graded, 65 men were screened out. Further exams 


and tests will ultimately dwindle the list of eligible men 
even more. Between the two departments, only six posi- 
tions are open, which means 112 men present Saturday 
will not be hired. 


118 Tested For Police, Fire Posts 


There are only six positions open on 


the Palatine Police and Fire depart- 
ments, but 118 young men came to take a 
written qualification exam Saturday 
morning, in Palatine Village Hall hoping 
to get one of these jobs. 


Chief of Police Robert Centner said 83 


applied to become Palatine policemen. It 
was one of the largest turnouts the de- 
partment has ever had, he said. 


Fire Chief Orville Helms said 35 men 


came to take the exam in hopes of get- 
ting a job as a Palatine fireman. This 
was only the secdnd time the fire depart- 
ment has held an exam for full-time posi- 
tions. 


Four positions are open on the po- 


lice department and two jobs for full- 
time firemen are open. 


After the exam, Centner said 45 men 


were disqualified for getting low scores 


and another 11 were screened out for not 
meeting physical qualifications. The re- 
maining 27 applicants will now take 
physical agility exams. 


Helms reported that only 15 applicants 


passed the firemen's exam. Those who 


passed will now go through a further 
screening process. 


Before the six positions are filled, ap- 


plicants must prove they are physically 
and mentally fit to assume the jobs they 
desire. Police applicants will also have a

Helms said the positions being filled on 


the fire department are new. The two 
men who will be hired will work with 
him in full-time jobs that include fighting 
fires as well as inspecting area buildings 
to see that they meet local ordinance 
standards. 


He said the men will work eight hour 


days, Monday thru Friday. The rest of 
the department, however, will remain 
volunteer.

Improving Meacham Road from two 


lanes to four lanes between Algonquin 
and Higgins roads is scheduled to start 
in early 1973, according to state highway 
officials. 


Some 20 persons gathered at Schaum- 


burg's Great Hall Tuesday morning to 
hear the Illinois Division of Highways 
plans for improving the road in northeast 
Schaumburg. 


John Riles, location engineer for the 


highway department, said the need for a 
four lane road already exists with the 
traffic generated by Motorola, Union Oil, 
Woodfield Mall and International Village. 


An estimated 14,000 cars use Meacham 


every day now and the division of high- 
ways estimates that by 1991, 18,000 will 
be using the road. 


IN THE $1.4 million improvement, the 


state proposes to construct a dual two- 
lane roadway separated by a 16-foot bar- 
rier median. Each lane would be 12 feet, 
Robert Miller, liaison engineer, said. 


The project will include a drainage 


system consisting of curb and gutter and 
open ditches that would carry water 
from the right-of-way. 


There are no homes along the im- 


proved route and no businesses will have 
to relocate. 


Left turn lanes will be provided at Wi- 


ley and Woodfield roads. The state is 
also .asking Union Oil to realign its en- 
trance off Meacham with Remington 
Road, Remington goes into the Schaum- 
burg Industrial Park. 


Highway officials said Meacham will 


be kept open during construction. 


The improvement ends 1,000 feet north 


of the tollway bridge, but the stretch be- 
tween there and Algonquin Road will be 
improved in the Algonquin Road widen- 
ing project. 


Riles said if the other major road im- 


provements take place as scheduled, 
Meacham will not have to be six lanes 
for at least 20 years. 


Bids for the project should be let in 


late 1972 or early 1973, with construction 
starting after that, Riles said. 


Police Recruits Sought 


The Palatine police department has 


launched a recruitment drive to fill posi- 
tions on its volunteer force. 


Any man between the ages of 25 and 50 


and a resident of the Village of Palatine 
or an unincorporated area of Palatine 
Township may become a village deputy 
policeman. Work as a deputy is done in 
spare time and consists of assisting the 
36-member police force. 


Lt. Frank Ortiz said applications are 


now available at the desk at the police 
station at the corner of Greeley and 
Washington Streets. 


Deputies, he said, are a group of civic- 


minded men who volunteer a minimum 
of four hours of time a week at no pay. 
They help by directing traffic, issuing 
parking tickets 'and generally cutting 
down the paper work for the full-time 
police force. 


CURRENT MEMBERS OF the 22- 


member force come from all walks of 
life. The teaching, selling and engineer- 
ing professions are a few of the occupa- 
tions represented among the deputies. 


All men interested in joining the volun- 


teer force must take a written exam- 
ination, a physical agility test and sub- 
mit to a background investigation. 


Uniforms and training are furnished by 


the village. New deputies will receive 20 
hours of firearms instruction 


All new deputies are placed on a 90- 


day probationary period. 


Ortiz said all inquiries regarding the 


volunteer force should be directed to- 
ward him.

Improving Meacham Road from two 


lanes to four lanes between Algonquin 
and Higgins roads Is scheduled to start 
in early 1973, according to state highway 
officials 


Some 20 persons gathered at Schaum- 


burg's Great Hall Tuesday morning to 
hear the Illinois Division of Highways 
plans for improving the road in northeast 
Schaumburg 


John Riles, location engineer for the 


highway department, said the need for a 
four lane road already exists with the 
traffic generated by Motorola, Union Oil, 
Woodfield Mall and International Village. 


An estimated 14,000 cars use Meacham 


every day now and the division of nigh- 
ways estimates that by 1991, 16,000 will 
be using the road 


IN THE $1.4 million improvement, the 


state proposes to construct a dual two- 
lane roadway separated by a 16-foot bar- 
rier median. Each lane would be 12 feet, 
Robert Miller, liaison engineer, said. 


The project will include a drainage 


system consisting of curb and gutter and 
open ditches that would carry water 
from the right-of-way 


There are no homes along the im- 


proved route and no businesses will have 
to relocate 


Left turn lanes will be provided at Wi- 


ley and Woodfield roads. The state is 
also asking Union Oil to realign its en- 
trance off Meacham with Remington 
Road, Remington goes into the Schaum- 
burg Industrial Park 


Highway officials said Meacham will 


be kept open during construction. 


The Improvement ends 1,000 feet north 


of the tollway bridge, but the stretch be- 
tween there and Algonquin Road will be 
improved in the Algonquin Road widen- 
ing project. 


Riles said if the other major road Im- 


provements take place as scheduled, 
Meacham will not have to be six lanes 
for at least 20 years. 


Bids for the project should be let In 


late 1972 or early 1973, with construction 
starting after that, Riles said.

public stand on abortion is the informa- 
tion it would provide the city's voters 
about the incumbents in the coming elec- 
tion If the mayor's or an alderman's 
personal feelings on abortion help a voter 
determine how good a public servant he 
would be, then fine 


However, it is difficult to see now an 


anti-abortion stand relates to an alder- 
man's ability to make knowledgeable de- 
cisions on surplus fund spending or zon- 
ing changes 


THE MAYOR SEEMED to be lead by 


his own personal feelings on abortion in 
his appeal for a city council stand. He 
said that legalized abortion could "get 
out of hand" and even lead to genocide 
of senior citizens because they have 
passed the age of usefulness to society. 


The city council should not be placed 


in a position to pass edicts on any na- 
tionally controversial issue that comes 
up It's a local body elected by local 
people to serve their local needs. 


When the highest court in the land is 


finding it difficult to reach a decision on 
abortion, it seems strange that the coun- 
cil could feel qualified to pass a resolu- 
tion that represents the entire city. The 
council would be better off dealing with 
city garbage rates and liquor licenses 
and leave the nationally controversial is- 
sues to others

may file suit against the Village of 
Wheeling The group, called the Wheel- 
ing Road Rezoning Committee, is meet- 
ing tonight to discuss the possibility of 
taking legal action 


The group was formed recently "to 


achieve acceptable development of Ar- 
thur Lieblmg's 40 acres south of the St. 
Alphonsus Catholic Church and School on 
Wheeling Road in Prospect Heights," 
said Max Lyle, a leader of the group. 


Tonight the group will discuss taking 


legal action to prevent unacceptable re- 
zoning of Lieblmg's land The meeting 
will begin at 8 p m in the Douglas Mac- 
Arthur Junior High School cafeteria at 
Palatine and Schoenbeck roads in Pros- 
pect Heights 


Monday members of the group attend- 


ed a meeting of the Wheeling Village 
Board to protest rezoning of the land for 
multiple-family residences The meeting 
broke down to a shouting match beween 
the residents and the village officials. 


AT THE MEETING, the village board 


ordered ita attorney to draw up an ordi- 
nance to rezone Liebling's land for mul- 
tiple-family residences The board will 
vote on the ordinance at a future meet- 
ing Earlier, the Wheeling Zoning Board 
of Appeals recommended that Liebling's 
retorting request be denied 


Lyle said, "The village board meeting 


went much as I expected. It is a delaying 
tactic. The question in my mind Is how 
can they develop an ordinance for the 
rezoning before they know if they will 
vote to approve the rezoning " 


"I agree with Trustee Ira Bird (the 


only board member who voted against 
preparation of the ordinance at this 
time) that there should be more study of 
Liebling's proposal" said Lyle 


Lyle contends that residents living 


near Liebling's land have a right to de- 
termine how the land will be developed. 
If necessary he said the group will "re- 
store our rights through the courts." 


A fund drive has begun in the area 


near the proposed rezoning site to pay 
for any possible legal action. Lyle said 
the group already has pledges for $1,000. 


All contributors to the fund will have

Airport Suit Continues 


The Wheeling Village Board gave a 


cool reception Monday to a Wheeling 
Chamber of Commerce proposal that the 
board endorse existing facilities at Pal- 
Waukee Airport and withdraw from a 
suit against the airport. 


Board members discussed the propos- 


al but did nothing to stop the village at- 
torney from filing to have the village join 
in a county suit against the airport as 
they had decided last week 


The suit filed against the airport by the 


Cook County States Attorney's office 
charges that the airport violates runway 
length and plane weight provisions of a 
special use permit issued in 1964. 


One village trustee, Ira Bird, said he 


felt the chamber's request indicated that 
the businessmen's organization "is not in 


tune with the situation, doesn't know 
what happened at the county board hear- 
ings several years ago." 


Bird said that the citizens committee 


whose complaints led to an investigation 
and the suit "are not trying to harass, 
they're trying to safeguard their homes 
and their way of life." 


THE CHAMBER'S resolution asked the 


village to "withdraw from any con- 
templated action against the owners of 
Pal-Waukee and encourage the airport 
owners to enter into the village bound- 
aries." 


The report owners have been consid- 


ering becoming a part of the new city of 
Prospect Heights. 


The resolution 
says the village 


should "endorse existing facilities at the 


airport" and "extend full and complete 
cooperation with the authorities of said 
airport." 


THE REASONS given by the chamber 


include "the existing runways are of an 
economic value to the community and 
surrounding area," and "the limitations 
placed upon the already constructed fa- 
cilities are in complete accordance with 
the permit granted by Cook County." 


The chamber resolution also charges 


that "the continual harassment by a 
small but vocal group of local citizens is 
detrimental to the overall public rela- 
tions image of this village." 


The chamber also says it believes the 


owners of Pal-Waukee Airport have "evi- 
denced good faith by adhering to the 
county permit in all aspects."

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Referendum Publicity Efforts To Begin Next Week 


Groundwork 
for publicizing the up- 


coming referendum in School Dist. 26 
will be laid at a meeting next week of 
the Citizens Committee for School Dist. 
26 


The committee was formed Tuesday 


during a school board meeting At that 
meeting the school board set April 24 as 


the date for the referendum. 


The two proposals that will appear on 


the ballot are the same ones that were 
narrowly defeated Feb. 13. One proposi- 
tion calls for a $525,000 bond issue for an 
addition at River Trails Junior High 
School. The other asks voters to raise 
their education tax rate from $1.40 per 


$100 assessed valuation to $1.60. 


ONE OF THE issues was defeated by 


10 votes; the other by four votes in what 
school officials termed a low voter turn- 
out. In all, about 450 voters cast ballots 
in the Feb. 13 election. School officials 
had expected a turnout of about 800 vot- 
ers. 


Board To Resubmit Tax Increase Proposal 


The citizens' committee is made up of 
about 15 persons, most of them repre- 
sentatives from homeowners association? 
and PTA groups, who attended Tues- 
day's board meeting. Organizer of the 
committee was Idyl Nipper, a district 
resident who has worked for the passage 
of several earlier Dist. 26 referendums. 
The chairman is Lloyd Demel. 


Demel said yesterday the group will 


meet next week "to formulate a list of 
questions that we feel will be important 
to people in making an intelligent deci- 
sion on the referendum." 


Demel said the apparent lack of infor- 


mation in the last referendum "contrib- 
uted to the low turnout." He added, "My 
guess is that it would have passed last 
time, had there been a larger turnout." 


The committee hopes to get a larger 


turnout for the upcoming election by pub- 
licizing the referendum. "We want to for- 
mulate a plan whereby we can provide 
(information) to the citizenry so they can 
turn out in large numbers," Demel said. 
"Then the decision will truly represent a 
majority of people." 


HE SAID THAT most of those on the 


committee are working for passage of 


the referendum. However, he said he 
considers the goal of the committee itself 
to publicize the issues rather than to 
work for the referendum's passage. 


"After analysis of the facts, if the in- 


dication is obviously in favor of the ref- 
erendum, then there would be an en- 
dorsement (by the committee) in favor 
of the referendum," he said. 


Among the methods the committee will 


use to publicize th e referendum 
are 


speeches at civic groups and PTA meet- 
ings, brochure distributions, and a tele- 
phone campaign. 


Financial belt tightening continues to 


be a concern for School Dist. 26 even 
though Tuesday, board members decided 
to resubmit a tax increase proposal to 
voters in April 


The tax increase proposal and a bond 


issue for an addition to River Trails Ju- 
nior High School were defeated in a ref- 
erendum in February. 


At Tuesday's meeting the board mem- 


bers heard a list of potential budget cuts 
outlined by Supt Winston L Harwood. 
The board called for the list after the 
defeat of the referendum. 


No action on the cuts was taken by the 


board Tuesday 
Board members in- 


dicated they would consider the cuts 
again at a future meeting. 


HARWOOD SAID the district could 


save $23,000 by cutting out the capital 
outlay expenditures By reducing ex- 
penditures for the district's library pro- 
gram, $12,000 could he saved. 


By cutting back part of the psy- 


chological counseling program, the dis- 
trict could save about $9,000, Harwood 
said. Ending certain paid extra-duty 
tasks for teachers such as intramural su- 


pervision would result in a saving of 
about $8,000. 


Harwood also outlined certain educa- 


tion program cutbacks that would result 
in a total savings of about $53,000. 
Among these is the sixth grade band pro- 
gram. Also included was the elimination 
of one speech correction teacher and one 
learning disabilities teacher. Kindergar- 
ten classes could also be redistributed to 
cut down on personnel, Harwood said. 


Harwood said that "Dist. 26 is different 


than surrounding districts: We don't 
have a lot we can cut out." 


Educational Data Processing Explained 


"We've smoothed out the bugs and are 


now ready to move forward," said John 
Bernard, director of the educational data 
processing for the Northwest Education 
Cooperative (NEC), in a presentation to 
the Dist. 23 School Board. 


Bernard was asked to attend the board 


meeting Monday to explain the NEC data 
processing program, which started about 
a year ago. 


The goal of the new program is to use 


a computer to organize and compile edu- 
cation data, such as students' schedules, 
so that the information will be made 
available quicker and more efficiently, 
said Bernard. He said his first months 
with NEC were spent determining what 
his role should be and how the schools

The system may also be used to 


analyze the results of standardized tests, 
and possibly teachers' tests. Now, school 
districts have to'pay an additional fee if 
they use more than just the scores of 
standardized 
tests. Bernard proposed 


using computers to determine how many 
times a certain score occurs on each 
grade level at each school. 


A student data bank is another future 


possibility said Bernard. "A computer 
card would be a much safer record than 


a manila folder." It could include a his- 
tory of each student's school years." 


After meeting with the business man- 


ager of the 10 NEC districts, Bernard 
said he decided to also investigate the 
feasibility of programming financial ac- 
counting, which would include data such 
as checks and invoices. The computer 
could also be used for budget prepara- 
tion.

"We 
didn't want to run up taxpayers bills for 
legal cases."

being drawn up, although Albert Horrell, 
the district's attorney, has advised 
against it for legal reasons. 


A hearing has been scheduled for 


March 23 before the Illinois Supreme 
Court on an injunction sought by school 
district attorneys that would stop Schroe- 
der from initiating any more legal action 
against the district's right to the land. 


Albert Horrell, the attorney handling 


the Schroeder cases, notified Busenhart 
that the attorney for the Schroeders died 
recently. Busenhart said the death could 
cause "possible delays" in the legal pro- 
ceedings.

Teichert To 
Meet MSB 
On Charges 


Mayor Robert Teicbert of Mount Pros- 


pect will meet today with Metropolitan 
Sanitary District (MSO) officials on 
charges that the village has violated 
MSD rules and regulations. 


The MSD is charging the village with 


installing a pump station and sewage 
pipe in Golfhurst subdivision "without on 
MSO permit and using the system with- 
out testing and approval by the district." 


Golfhurst subdivision is located in the 


southeast section of the village, Golf and 
Mount Prospect roads. Teichert said the 
pump and sewage pipe were installed 
about three years ago to alleviate the 
problem of raw sewage backing up into 
homeowners' basements. 


Teichert said the pump and sewage 


pipe were installed to "force the sewage 
from the sanitary lines in the subdivision 
into the MSD interceptor sewer. The 
MSD interceptor sewer is inadequate and 
consequently it couldn't handle the sew- 
age, which then backed up into these 
people's basements. 


"SO WHEN THE interceptor sewer 


was filled to capacity, especially after a 
rain, the homeowners in Golfhurst had 
about three feet of water with raw sew- 
age in their basements. The problem 
with the interceptor sewer is aggravated 
upstream hocause homes in the older 
section of the village have combination 
storm water and sanitary lines, which 
feed into th sewer," Teichert explained. 


In the new subdivisions, homes have 


separate storm water and sanitary lines. 
Toilets, sinks and basement drains feed 
Into the sanitary line in a separate sys- 
tem. 


"We asknd the MSD to issue a permit 


for the installation of a pump and sew- 
age pipe in this area, and they refused 
because MSI) is solely responsible for 
sanitary sewers. We were told the MSD 
would handle the problem, but it never 
did. So we installed the pump and pipe 
anyway. 


"We think the MSD has an obligation 


to accept all the sewage from this area 
because they issued a sanitary permit to 
the builders of Golfhurst subdivision, 
knowing full well at the time that the 
interceptor sewer was inadequate to 
handle the load. The village took action 
when these people were storing sewer 
water in their basements. 


"FROM Ot'R POINT of view it's un- 


healthy and improper. We installed the 
pump station and the sewage pipe to al- 
leviate the problem, even though MSD 
refused to issue a permit," Teichert said. 


Now, the MSD is charging that the vil- 


lage is pumping more than sanitary wa- 
ter into the interceptor sewer because, 
according to tho MSD formula, the ap- 
proximately 110 homes in Golfhurst could 
not generate as much sewage as there is 
in the system. 


Teichert said the pump seems to be 


generating more than necessary because 
the interceptor sewer is overloaded. The 
pump is forcing Golfhurst sewage into 
the interceptor sewer as well as pushing 
upstream sewage downstream. 


Teichert said the village is not forcing 


sanitary water into the system and not 
storm water, which is against MSD rules 
and regulations. 


The pump station and sewage pipe was 


brought to the MSD's attention following 
complaints from residents downstream 
of Golfhurst.

Ask Change In Teacher Aide Criteria 


Two representatives of Lions Park 


School in Mount Prospect will meet to- 
day with State Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arlington Heights, to discuss the possi- 
bilities of changing the qualifications 
necessary to be a volunteer teacher's 
aide. 


Robert Ferguson, principal, and Mrs. 


Donald Hellikson, PTA president, have 
asked Mrs. Chapman for help to change 
the current requirement that volunteers 
must have 30 semester hours of college 
credit to work with teachers in instruct- 
ing children in the classroom. 


Last June after complaints from par- 


ents of students at Fairview School, 300 
N. Fairview Ave., the Dist. 57 school 
board set a policy on the qualifications of 
volunteers. The official district policy 
s t a t e s that "volunteers 
must be 


X-rayed" and that "volunteers working 
with pupils under certificated teacher su- 
pervision must file a transcript evidenc- 
ing 30 semester hours of credit." 


These volunteers are classified as 


teacher aides. The schools in the district 
also have volunteers who perform cleri- 
cal duties who do not have to have the 30 
hours. 


Complaints came because of a pro- 


gram at Fairview that allowed high 
school students to work with a teacher in 
the instruction of elementary school chil- 
dren. As a result, Lions Park School, 300 
E. Council Tt., lost mother volunteers 
who did not have the required 30 hours. 


"We had a successful program at 


Lions Park since 1968 with no com- 
plaints," said Mrs. Hellikson. "The vol- 
unteers who had to stop working directly 
with children are very upset." 


THE BOARD SET its policy after it 


heard legal opinions obtained from the 
office of the superintendent of public in- 
struction, which was headed by Ray 
Page at that time. The Illinois School 
Code states that the "Supt. of Public In- 
struction in consultation with the state 
certification board shall determine quali- 
fications for such personnel and the 
duties to be assigned to such personnel." 


The 1968 interpretation from Page's of- 


fice listed the 30 semester hours of col- 
lege credit, good character and good 
health, U.S. citizenship, an annual chest 
X-ray and work under the supervision of 
a certificated teacher as requirements. 


ABOUT A MONTH ago, Mrs. Hellikson 


contacted Mrs. Chapman about the Lions 
Park PTA asked the Illinois Congress of 


Parent and Teachers (ICPT) to present 
a resolution to the legislature. The ICPT 
rejected the resolution that would in ef- 
fect change the School Code because they 
said the superintendent of public instruc- 
tion and not the statutes set the teacher 
aide requirements, Mrs. Hellikson said. 


Mrs. Chapman then obtained a 1969 in- 


terpretation from Robert Grant of the of- 
fice of Supt. of Public Instruction Mi- 
chael Bakalis. The interpretation is the 
same as the one sent to the school board. 


"WHAT WE'RE TALKING about right 


now is discovering what the law really is 
and what rules and regulations really 
are in the use of volunteers and teacher 
aides," said Mrs. Chapman. "I think 
more likely it is in the rule and regula- 
tions and the state statutes." 


Firemen To Be Promoted 


Lt. James Hilliger and Fireman John 


Gibson of the Mount Prospect Fire De- 
partment will be promoted to the rank of 
captain and lieutenant this week. The 
promotions will be effective Friday. 


Hilliger, 38, is the first person to hold 


the rank of captain on the department. 
Chief Larry Pairitz said the captain will 
be in charge of firemen and officer train- 
ing programs, research of firefighting 
equipment and methods, administration 
of the vehicle maintenance program and 
supervision of Fire Station No. 2, Golf 
and Busse roads. 


Hilliger's office will be located in the 


southside station. 


Hilliger worked for Western Electric 


before joining the fire department in De- 
cember, 1962. In 1966, he was promoted 
to the rank of lieutenant. Hilliger has at- 


tended classes at the Chicago Fire 
Academy and Illinois Institute of Tech- 
nology (IIT). 


He and his wife, Rosemary, and their 


four children live at 1407 Birch Dr., 
Mount Prospect. 


Gibson, 32, will replace Hilliger as one 


of the three company officers assigned to 
Fire Station No. 1, 112 E. Northwest 
Hwy. Gibson worked for the Arlington 
Heights Fire Department before he 
joined the Mount Prospect department in 
1964. 


Gibson and bis wife, Isabella, and 


their three children live at 715 N. Fair- 
view St., Mount Prospect. 


Gibson is one of six lieutenants on the 


fire department. The other five lieuten- 
ants are Ray Kordecki, Harold Barra, 
Stu McKillop, Kenneth Koeppen and Den- 
nis Thill. 


She said it is possible that quali- 


fications are determined "by how the lo- 
cal school boards define instruction. It 
is one thing to instruct the child in read- 
ing and another to listen to the child 
read." 


At Lions Park the aides help "those 


who are very good students and those 
who need extra help," according to Fer- 
guson. The teacher aides work in the re- 
source center and conduct flash card 
drills, assist children with projects, give 
children spelling words and listen to 
them read. Ferguson stressed that all of 
the 10 aides must work under the direc- 
tion of a certificated teacher and cannot 
initiate instruction. 


ACCORDING TO J. C. Busenhart, Dist. 


57 assistant superintendent, "listening to 
the student read, giving them spelling 
words and helping them solve math prob- 
lems" is instruction. 


The district also uses mother volun- 


teers at Westbrook and Sunset Park 
Schools to help kindergartners in motor 
facilitation classes. Busenhart said all 
these volunteers do not have the required 
30 hours. 


Supt. Eric Sahlberg said the volunteers 


at those schools "are helping with chil- 
dren in physical co-ordination devel- 
opment and in my opinion, it is not aca- 
demic type of instruction that would re- 
quire-the 30 hours."

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Referendum Publicity Efforts To Begin Next Week 


Groundwork for publicizing the up- 


coming referendum in School Dist. 26 
will be laid at a meeting next week of 
the Citizens Committee for School Dist. 
26 


The committee was formed Tuesday 


during a school board meeting. At that 
meeting the school board set April 24 as 


the date for the referendum. 


The tv/o proposals that will appear on 


the ballot are the same ones that were 
narrowly defeated Feb. 13. One proposi- 
tion calls for a $525,000 bond issue for an 
addition at River Trails Junior High 
School. The other asks voters to raise 
their education tax rate from $1.40 per 


$100 assessed valuation to $1.60. 


ONE OF THE issues was defeated by 


10 votes; the other by four votes in what 
school officials termed a low voter turn- 
out. In all, about 450 voters cast ballots 
in the Feb. 13 election. School officials 
had expected a turnout of about 800 vot- 
ers. 


Board To Resubmit Tax Increase Proposal 


The citizens' committee is made up of 
about 15 persons, most of them repre- 
sentatives from homeowners association? 
and PTA groups, who attended Tues- 
day's board meeting. Organizer of the 
committee was Idyl Nipper, a district 
resident who has worked for the passage 
of several earlier Dist 26 referendums. 
The chairman is Lloyd Demel. 


Demel said yesterday the group will 


meet next week "to formulate a list of 
questions that we feel will be important 
to people in making an intelligent deci- 
sion on the referendum." 


Demel said the apparent lack of infor- 


mation in the last referendum "contrib- 
uted to the low turnout." He added, "My 
guess is that it would have passed last 
time, had there been a larger turnout." 


The committee hopes to get a larger 


turnout for the upcoming election by pub- 
licizing the referendum. "We want to for- 
mulate a plan whereby we can provide 
(information) to the citizenry so they can 
turn out in large numbers," Demel said. 
"Then the decision will truly represent a 
majority of people." 


HE SAID THAT most of those on the 


committee are working for passage of 


the referendum. However, he said he 
considers the goal of the committee itself 
to publicize the issues rather than to 
work for the referendum's passage. 


"After analysis of the facts, if the in- 


dication is obviously in favor of the ref- 
erendum, then there would be an en- 
dorsement (by the committee) in favor 
of the referendum," he said. 


Among the methods the committee will 


use to publicize th e referendum 
are 


speeches at civic groups and PTA meet- 
ings, brochure distributions, and a tele- 
phone campaign. 


Financial belt tightening continues to 


be a concern for School Dist. 26. even 
though Tuesday, board members decided 
to resubmit a tax increase proposal to 
voters in April 


The tax increase proposal and a bond 


issue for an addition to River Trails Ju- 
nior High School were defeated in a ref- 
erendum in February 


At Tuesday's meeting the board mem- 


bers heard a Lst of potential budget cuts 
outlined by Supt, Winston L Harwood. 
The board called for the list after the 
defeat of the referendum. 


No action on the cuts was taken by the 


board Tuesday 
Board members 
in- 


dicated they would consider the cuts 
again at a future meeting. 


HARWOOD SAID the district could 


save $23.000 by cutting out the capital 
outlay expenditures. By reducing ex- 
penditures for the district's library pro- 
gram, $12,000 could be saved. 


By cutting back part of the psy- 


chological counseling program, the dis- 
trict could save about $9,000, Harwood 
said. Ending certain paid extra-duty 
tasks for teachers such as intramural su- 


pervision would result in a saving of 
about $8,000. 


Harwood also outlined certain educa- 


tion program cutbacks that would result 
in a total savings of about $53,000. 
Among these is the sixth grade band pro- 
gram. Also included was the elimination 
of one speech correction teacher and one 
learning disabilities teacher. Kindergar- 
ten classes could also be redistributed to 
cut down on personnel, Harwood said. 


Harwood said that "Dist. 26 is different 


than surrounding districts: We don't 
have a lot we can cut out." 


Educational Data Processing Explained 


"We've smoothed out the bugs and are 


now ready to move forward," said John 
Bernard, director of the educational data 
processing for the Northwest Education 
Cooperative (NEC), in a presentation to 
the Dist.

Bernard was asked to attend the board

700 Turn Out 
To Hear Viator 
Housing Pleas 


An overflow crowd of more than 700 


residents — mostly opponents — turned 
out last night for the first official airing 
of a plan for moderate-income housing 
on land adjoining the St Viator High 
School property 


The plan was greeted by opposition 


from unlikely allies — two homeowners 
associations whow property surrounds 
the St Viator land, and The Concerned 
Metropolitan Citizens' Committee, who 
were indirectly responsible for the hous- 
ing proposal 


Representatives of both groups spoke 


in opposition to a proposal to construct 
moderate-income housing in the St. Via- 
tor property as the controve sial project 
finally came before the village Plan 
Commision last night. 


The committee hearing had been 


moved from its normal location in the 
Village Hall to the theater auditorium at 
Forest View High School to'accom- 
modate the expected throng. The larger 
meeting room was still not large enough, 
however, as 
more than 700 people 


showed up. with only 500 seats available 


By 11 p m the plan commissioners had 


not yet begun to approach the heart of 
their questioning and voted to continue 
the hearing until April 21 It is expected 
the next hearing will be held in the audi- 
torium at John Mersey High School on 
the north side of Arlington Heights 


PLANS FOR THE PROJECT, dis- 


played last night, call for 190 housing 
units to be built in townhouse clusters on 
the 15-acre site. 


T h e Metropolitan Housing Devel- 


opment Corp, sponsors of the project, 
presented six witnesses to testify in its 
behalf. All were jeered by the majority 
of the audience 


One of those speaking against the plan 


was Michael Murray, 409 N Dryden 
Place, president of the Greater East 
Wood Homeowners Association 


Murray said, "It's not my purpose 


tonight to approve or disapprove of this 
project. That is better left to this com- 
mission to decide." 


Murray said he wanted to clarify that

Murray — who described the member- 


ship of his association as people earning 
about $12,000 per year — gave as an ex- 
ample that starting policemen and fire- 
men, who earn about $9,000 per year, 
would need to have eight dependents to 
qualify for the program. 


HOWARD KAGAY, 824 N. Drury Lane, 


president of the Arlington Estates Home- 
owners Association, said, "We have prin- 
cipal, precedent and the history of good 
planning to protect us from bad plan- 
ning." Kagay said he wondered what 
would happen if such a project were to 
be abandoned after it was constructed. 


He speculated that it might be taken 


over by the Cook County Housing Author- 
ity. 


Kagay received a standing ovation

"I believe in the integrity of our plan 
commission and believe that you will not 
allow this to be built in our backyards." 


Frank Sterner, a resident of Chicago

Suburban GOP Could Aid Friedman's Mayoral Bid 


RICHARD FRIEDMAN

Northwest suburban Republican lead- 


ers are considering a plea of help for 
Republican-endorsed Richard Friedman 
in his bid to unseat Chicago Mayor Rich- 
ard Daley next month. 


But, as much as most of the local GOP 


leaders would like to see Daley's defeat, 
it's doubtful that there's much help avail- 
able 


The Cook County GOP Executive Com- 


mittee met yesterday ami Friedman's 
candidacy was one of the topics dis- 
cussed, according to Floyc Fulle of Des 
Plaines, Maine Townshw Republican 
committeeman and executive committee 
chairman. 


Fulle, whose Maine Township organiza- 


tion sent about 30 precinct workers into 
Chicago wards prior to last week's alder- 
manic elections, said he would like to see 
additional help for Friedman but added 
that the GOP standard-bearer against 


Daley has not requested it. 


"The poor turnout last week indicates 


that there isn't much of an organization 
for him," Fulle said. "I think we can win 
with a little imagination and hard work." 


Although both Friedman and Daley 


were uncontested in the mayoral prima- 
ry last week, Daley got nearly 90 per 
cent of the ballots cast for mayor 


Fulle said he has some questions for 


Friedman before he tries to generate 
help for him. 


"Since he's running as Republican and 


if he's elected, I'd like to know if he 
plans to support the Republican ticket in 
1972," Fulle said. "I don't think we 
should go all out for him if he's going to 
turn around and support someone who's 
running against our man in two years." 


Republican leaders in the other North- 


west suburban township — Wheeling, 
Elk Grove, Palatine and Schaumburg — 
all indicated that a Daley defeat would 


be a step toward strengthening the GOP 
in the county. 


But help might not be available and 


Fulle said any help Friedman would get 
from the suburbs would depend on the 
local involvement of the suburban GOP 
units. 


There are Republican Party tickets 


running in three Northwest suburban 
towns and that would eliminate any po- 
tential help from either Schaumburg or 
Palatine townships. The GOP slates are 
running in the village elections in Hoff- 
man Estates, Hanover Park and Pala- 
tine. 


"We haven't been asked to provide any 


help yet," said Schaumburg Republican 
Committeeman Donald L. Totten. "But 
we're up to our ears in the local elections 
in Hoffman Estates and Hanover Park 
and I don't see how we could do any- 
thing. 


Palatine Republican Committeeman 


Bernard E. Pedersen was out of town 
t h i s w e e k Committeewoman Mrs. 
Glen-Ann Jicha said there was no chance 
for the Palatine GOP to help in Chicago. 


In Wheeling and Elk Grove townships, 


where the party does not have candi- 
dates running on a Republican label, 
Committeemen Richard Cowen and Carl 
Hansen both said they had not been ap- 
proached for any help. 


"I think we would try to help if they 


needed it," Cowen said of his Wheeling 
GOP unit. "But we haven't been asked 
yet and I don't know how many of our 
people would be available. We have a 
policy of allowing and encouaging our 
members to get involved in local elec- 
tions and many of them are working for 
various candidates right now " 


Hansen said the Elk Grove Republi- 


cans "obviously would like to see Fried 
man win" but that direct help has not 
been discussed by the organization. Lake 


The Des Plaines 


Cowen, Hanse said members of Ms or- 
ganization are working for candidates in 
various local elections. 


The suburban Republicans agree that a 


Friedman victory would be a major 
boost for their organizations. 


"The Republican Party is not going to 


do anything in Cook County until we do 
something about Chicago," Totten said. 
"The number of Democratic voters in 
the suburbs is increasing but we haven't 
seen the same kind of increase in Re- 
publican strength in the city." 


Totten said a strong Friedman showing 


"would boost the spirit and enthusiasm 
of Republican workers in the city and 
would have the same effect out here. 


Cowen said a Friedman victory would 


be "fantastic" and would put the party 
on a solid base in the county. 


"But if Daley wins, again, it will just 


be retention of the status quo as far as 
the two parties are concerned," he 
added.

been blamed for increased expenditures 
in welfare in Elk (.rove Township 


"Thev (welfare recipients) can pay for 


food and clothing but when it comes to 
paying the rent they can't do it," said 
Willnm RohlwmR 
town supervisor in 


charge of administering welfare pay- 
ments 


He blamed unemployment as the chief 


culprit contributing to rising welfare 
payments duirng the last township fiscal 
year which ended Feb 28 


"People are out of work They can't 


find a job 
he spid "They ve been laid 


off and can t get the odd jobs they used 
to be able to get ' 


The Illinois Bureau of Employment Se- 


curity Monday reported that unemploy 
merit rose sharply in the Chicago area to 
4 per cent of the available work force 
compared to 27 per cent in January 
1970 The number of job seekers also 
rose from 121 000 in December, 1970 to 


134,000 in January in the six-county Chi- 
cago area 


YEAR END TOTALS released yester- 


day by Rohlwing showed that Elk Grove 
Township spent $27 110 on welfare pay- 
ments in 1970-71 This is an increase of 
$4419 over 1969-70 when $22,671 was 
spent 


The 80 000 population township includes 


the areas of Elk Grove Village, Arlington 
Heights, Des Flames Mount Prospect, 
Rolling Meadows and the unincorporated 
bounded by Devon Avenue, Central 
Road, 111 Rte 53 and Mount Prospect 
Road 


Eighty-five families received aid from 


the township during the last 12 months 
During 1969-70 49 families benefited from 
the township general assistance fund 
from which the welfare monies come 


ROHLWING, TOWN supervisor for 18 


years said funds spent on welfare in the 
past year were "one of the highest" he 


can remember 


In the last two months he said funds 


spent on welfare totaled $9,000 Over a 
year if welfare payments were to contin- 
ue at that rate expenditures would be 
$54,000 


Rohlwing said one "never knows 


what" he will run into during the year, 
explaining that the township last year 
budgeted $75,000 for the welfare fund 
"We always budget high," he said

tified social workers Cost of adminis- 
tering the welfare program is $165 a 
month, according to Mrs Staat, who has 
helped administer welfare for eight

Families applying for welfare may re- 


ceive aid from the township for brief pe- 
riods or up to three and four months de- 
pending on their situation 


Welfare payments vary depending on 


size of family and need The township is 


able to provide funds for food, personal 
essentials, household items, clothing, 
gasoline, fuel, and rent 


"People you'd never think of are on 


welfare," said Rohlwing White collar 
workers too, he added 


"Every nationality is included," he 


said "Some say it's all Mexicans but 
that s not so ' 


MRS STAAT NOTED that a cost ac- 


countant has been laid off and now he 
can't find a job though he was once mak-

include in its bid analysis "the most ex- 
pensive option" In other words, the 
analysis should figure a maximum of 


smaller buses, which are more costly 
than large buses 


IN THE DISTRICT'S analysis of the 


bids for the southern schools, Cook Coun- 
ty's rate per bus per day is $4130, Da- 
vidsmeyer $43 50 and Ritzenthaler $42 90 


However, Davidsmeyer, by using larg 


er buses, would need two fewer buses 
than Cook County — and thus offer a 
cheaper total proposal 


The total three-year contract shows 


Davidsmeyer's contract at $827,430 — 
$10,000 less than Cook County's bid of 
$ 8 3 7 , 2 5 7 and Ritzenthaler's bid of 
$864,019 


Glmk, after hearing Franke's option,

How You Can Ban Sex Mail 


by TOM ROBB 


Her 10-year old daughter "felt kind of 


important" about the daily routine. 


It was a little girl's game — fetching 


the mail each afternoon — and her moth- 
er played along. 


She even let her daughter claim the 


"junk" mail and coupon mail as her own 
pride and possession. 


But the other day, the 
little girl 


brought her mother an envelope stamped 
"Sexually Oriented Ad," and the game 
was over 


Embarrassed and outraged, she re- 


lated to the Herald: "If there was only 
something I could do about this sort of 
thing ' 


She was only one of many victims of 


the "smut peddlers" who do not know 
there is something which can be done. 
Recently Americans gained the right to 
instruct their local post offices to stop 
delivering smut mail to theV homes. 


This would account for the seven or so 


complaints each of several post officials 
in different northwest suburban commu- 
nities say they get each week, but not the 
untold number of obscene advertise- 
ments which are tossed in the waste bas- 
ket and never reported. 


SEX-ORIENTED LITERATURE can 


be banned by simply filling out a form 
stating your name, age and address. The 
forms are currently available at local 
past offices 


These forms are used to compile a list 


of names which will be sent to Washing- 
ton, D. C. on Feb. 20. and each month 
thereafter to keep the list updated. 


"Smut peddlers" who sent their mate- 


rial to anyone on this list are subject to 
severe criminal and civil penalty. 


To protect themselves aginast a $5,000 


fine or a five-year jail sentence, the ped- 
dlers must purchase the list periodically 
for $5.000 from the U. S. Postal Service. 


To protect those on the list, it is a 


criminal offense for anyone other than 
those dealing in sex-oriented mail to pur- 
chase the list. 


John Daley, counsel for the midwes- 


tern postal region, said, "The new law 
puts the burden entirely on the shoulders 
of the peddlers, and leaves the individual 
recipient with a freedom of choice." 


HE FELT THE NEW law is "sounder" 


than its predecessors. Basically, three 
laws protected the public against smut 
mail prior to Feb. 1. Two of those stat- 
utes, which allowed postal officials to de- 
termine what was obscene, were over- 
turned by the I'. S. Supreme Court on 
Jan. 14 of this year. 


The third, however, is still binding. It 


allows people to make a complaint 
against a specific peddler and instruct 
the post office to take their names off of 
the peddlers mailing list. 


"The new law is different. It's more 


far-reaching," Daley said. "Instead of

banning one peddler, the new law lets 
people put out a blanket order to stop all 
smut mail from reaching their homes." 


To help postal officials with their job of 


intercepting this type of mail, peddlers 
are now required to stamp "sexually ori- 
ented ad" on the outside of each enve- 
lope, if they consider the contents to be 
questionable. 


And reactions from the public have 


been as varied as this new law is thor- 
ough. 


Robert J. Probstle is the assistant 


postmaster for Arlington Heights, which 
also covers Elk Grove Village and Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


HE SAID HIS department has ordered 


at least 4,000 forms since Monday and 
will soon place another order for 3,000 
more. 


"People seem fully aware of this law, 


which is good — considering the amount 
of garbage going through the mail to- 
day," he said. 


Since last Monday, a number of church 


groups have even requested to take 
forms back to their congregations, he 
suid. 


"But this can't be done. People have to 


fill the forms out at the post office. An- 
other thing people don't know is that a 
wife, for example, can't fill a form out 
for her husband. Each person does it in- 
dividually or not at all," he said. 


The only exception to this rule is that 


parents can include children under 19 
years of age on their forms. 


Norman Nesser, assistant postmaster 


for Palatine, however, disagreed as to 
what the public's reaction has been to 
the new law. 


"MY WINDOW CLERKS tell me that 


these forms are hardly moving at all," 
he said. "People aren't aware of the 
law." 


Another factor which is overlooked is 


that this law is only for domestic mail, 
said a U. S. Customs official. 


A good deal of the pronograhpic or ob- 


scene mail reaching suburbia stems 
from foreign countries, mainly Scandi- 
navia, he said. 


Much of this mail enters ports in New 


York or Miami, where district courts 
have allowed the legal entry of such ma- 
terial. 


But U S. Customs does have an "ille- 


gal mailing list" which they use to spot 
certain materials from certain sources 
and intercept them before they reach the 
recipient. 


As for domestic mail, most of the local 


postmasters agreed that the postmarks 
they see most often are those of Holly- 
wood and Los Angeles. 


M R S . C A R O L Y N Mullins, 506 


Plymouth Ln., Schaumburg, is one of 
many housewives who have intercepted 
smut mail addressed to their children. 


"My son subscribes to a couple of 


sporting magazines and I presume these 
publications sell their mailing list" to the 
smut peddlers, she said. 


She said she will fill out a form at her 


post ofifce, adding, "I'll do anything I 
can to help put these people out of busi- 
ness." 


Mrs. Andrew Stitak, 206 Willow, Pros- 


pect Heights, said she too will fill out a 
form to prohibit obscene mail from 
reaching her home. 


"I have two little girls who are just 


learning to read and if they ever ran 
across this sort of smut in our mail box, 
I don't know how I'd ever explain it," 
she said. 


Paul Schreivogel, 928 Greenfield Ct., 


Mount Prospect, said he would not put 
his name on the new list, but thought 
highly of the new law. 


"It's a good law, because it leaves it 


up to the individual, and not government 
censors telling me what the community 
morals are supposed to be," be said. 


When the Moslems decided to invade 


India in 1000 A.D., they took doughnuts 
with them.

THIS SHOP, LIKE ABOUT 25 other 


doughnut shops in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, is a morning meeting place, and 
the beginning of office parties and in- 
formal birthday celebrations. 


A construction worker might juggle a 


dozen honey dips, while hauling bricks. 
And a secretary might deliver the straw- 
berry frosted doughnuts with the morn- 
ing mail. 


"I'll take one," a five year old said, 


holding up two fingers. Yablun handed 
her a doughnut wrapped in wax paper. 
She smiled and took a huge bite. 


Yablun, his wife, Phyllis, and their 


daughter, Barbara, a recent Maine East 
High School graduate sell about 3,000 
dozen doughnuts a week. 


The most popular is the honey dip, 


which is a doughnut dipped in honey, 
though the coffee swirls are quite popu- 
lar, Yablun said. 


Their shop, like most shops, has a 


large variety of doughnuts, so many 
that if a customer can imagine a kind of 
doughnut he'd like, they probably have 
it. 


The least complicated doughnut is an 


"Old Fashioned plain," which is just a 
doughnut. They have bismarcks, which 
are filled with banana cream, lemon, 
apricot, peach, black raspberry, blue- 
berry, apple and other kinds of jelly. 


ALL IT TAKES to make 102 dozen 
doughnuts is pound bricks of yeast, 
50 pound bags o-f doughnut mix, wa-

DOUGHNUTS ARE glazed, dipped, 


sprinkled and whipped creamed. 


Each day, these doughnuts are made 


by a careful man, Jimmie Elston, of 
south suburban Dixmoor. He's been mak- 
ing doughnuts for 12 years, learning the 
trade from his brother. 


Elston's son, Jimmy Jr., 18, also has 


gone into the doughnut making profes- 
sion. Allan, his 17 year old son, helps out 
in the Des Plaines shop on weekends. 


Elston makes doughnuts in batches of 


102 dozen at a time. He starts out with 
pound size bricks of yeast, 50 pound bags 
of doughnut mix (flour, sugar, non-fat 
dry milk, salt, egg yolk, flavoring), and 
mixes it all with water. 


Then he lets it set in a high humidity 


box until the yeast makes the dough rise. 
Then he cooks the doughnuts in huge 
vats of boiling shortening. 


While they are still hot, he puts on the 


special glazes. Or when they cool off, he 
injects jellies into the bismarcks. 


There also is no evidence that Otto Von 


Bismarck didn't like jelly-filled dough- 
nuts. But, as Yablun said, there seems to 
be some evidence that suburbanites do.

Ibsen, manager of Nelson Marine, Inc , 
in Des Flames "Using the new no-lead 
fuels is not recommended for two-cycle 
boat engines " he said "The no-lead gas 
contains phosphorus, which is harmful to 
the engines 


"The engine is lubricated by the gaso- 


line 
he said "The additive containing 


phosphorus actually deteriorates the en- 
gine in the process ' 


"In some cases white gasoline can be 


used in boat engines This contains no 
lead and is non-polluting," Ibsen said 


Ibsen said snowmobiles and 
many 


lawn mowers also have two-cycle en- 
gines, which would be affected by the 
phosphorus additives Reed said chain 
saws may be harmed by the new fuels. 


Noting that boat sales will start to 


swing upward in the next few weeks, Ib- 


sen said some manufacturers include 
warnings on no-lead fuel in the owner's 
manual. 


Reed explained that the pre-igmtion 


problem in two-cycle engines stems from 
the use of phosphorus to replace the lead 
in gasoline "The phosphorus causes 
existing combustion chamber lead depos- 
its to become incandescent which causes 
the fuel to pre-igmte. Some high powered 
outboards tested by the manufacturers 
were destroyed in only a very few hours 
of running time," Reed said. 


Even two cycle engines that are not so 


pre-igmtion sensitive can be ruined by 
the lead free gasolines which cause ex- 
cessive piston skirt deposits leading to 
ring sticking, piston scuffing and sub- 
sequent destruction, Reed said. These de- 
posits may be due to either the high 
amounts of phosphorus or the higher aro- 
matic content of these fuels. 


Reed said that large doses of phos- 


phorus compounds were added to no lead 
regulars in the fall and winter of 1970, 
when reports from the automotive in- 
dustry pointed out the seriousness of au- 
tomotive valve problems and indicated 
that phosphorus appeared to alleviate the 
situation More recently, refiners have 
added the compounds in their premium 
grades of no-lead gasoline. 


DuBrow On TV

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — As of an NBC- 


TV decision revealed Tuesday, it now ap- 
pears that most prime time network tele- 
vision programs will be concentrated be- 
tween 7:30 and 10:30 p.m. EST starting 
in the fall. 


Viewers currently get most of their 


chief prime time shows between 7:30 and 
11 p.m. EST (not counting the early eve- 
ning newscasts). 


But, come fall, the networks must each 


reduce their nightly prime time pro- 
gramming by 30 minutes because of a 
ruling by the Federal Communications 
Commission aimed at encouraging local 
and independent broadcasts. 


At first, NBC had said that, as of next 


season, it would offer the majority of its 


prime time programming between 8 and 
11 p.m. EST. 


Among other reasons, it felt this would 


maintain the strong audience flow from 
prime time shows to the late news to 
Johnny Carson's "Tonight" series — and 
serve as protection to each. 


The only exception NBC made in its 


original plan was to have its Sunday 
night programming run from 7:30 to 
10:30 p.m. EST in order to preserve the 
family-oriented flavor it tries for on this 
evening. 


CBS, 
however, made clear that it fa- 


vored a 7:30 p.m. EST start on all nights 
— which meant getting a half-hour jump 
on the competition.

Q—I AM employed as a babysitter, in 


my employer's home, and I am paid $20 
a week cash wages. How do I report 
these wages for social security purposes? 


A—As an employe, you are not respon- 


sible for reporting the wages. This is the 
responsibility of your employer. You 
should have your employer contact the 
Social Security office of the Internal Rev- 
enue office for information about report- 
ing these wages. 


Q—MY BIRTHDAY is June 20, 1909. I 


have been employed as a babysitter for 
the past 10 years, in my employer's 
home, and have been paid $50 a month 
for this entire period of time. My em- 
ployer has reported my wages regularly. 
Have I worked long enough to be eligible 
for social security payments and if so, 
how do I go about claiming them? 


A-r-WITH 10 years of work under social 


security, you are definitely eligible for 
social security payments. To apply for 
these payments, all you have to do is 
p h o n e the social security office. The 
number is 282-8207 for filing applications. 
We will be able to fill out the application 
over the telephone and send it to you for 
your signature. We will also advise you 
of the proofs you will have to submit 
with your claim for social security pay- 
ments. 


Q—THE COMPANY that employed me 


in 1968 went bankrupt in July 1969. Is 
there any way I can find out if this com- 
pany reported my wages for social secur- 
ity purposes? 


A—Yes. Telephone your social security 


office about this question. They will send 
you a form to complete so that your 
wage record may be checked to see if 
these wages are on your record. You 
should do this immediately. 


Q—I am 62 years of age. How much 


could I earn last year and still receive 
all of my social security checks? 


A—You could have earned $1,680 gross 


wages and received all of your social se- 
curity payments for the year. By gross 
earnings is meant before anything is tak- 
en out of your pay, such as, income tax 
withholding. 


Q—IF I EARNED over $1680 in gross 


wages during 1970 and I am drawing so- 
cial security payments, am I required to 
file a report with social security? 


A—Yes, and it must be filed no later 


than April 15, 1971. 


Q—IF I EARNED over $1680 and I am 


d r a w i n g social security payments, 
doesn't my income tax return take care 
of reporting for social security purposes? 


A—No You must file a report on a re- 


port form furnished by social security. If 
you have not received the form in the 
mail, telephone your nearest social se- 
curity office.

vise boat owners to avoid using lead free 
fuel. Several major engine manufac- 
turers, including the Outboard Marine 
Corp, and the Kiekhaefer Mercury Div. 
of the Brunswick Corp., have already 
warned their dealers against use of lead 
free fuels. So far, we know of only one 
regional refiner that doesn't use phos- 
phorus in place of lead, and that is in a 
special pre-mix outboard fuel," Reed 
concluded.

E Maynard Beal. a 41-year-old Elk 


Grove Village minister, can no longer fa- 
ther a child He is sterile and has been 
for the last two years. 


But far from being ashamed, he is 


proud of it He is married and has three 
children. Three is all he wants. And he 
thinks the world of them. 


Rpv. Beal is touting a new message 


today It's not a Biblical one, but a sex- 
ual one 


It has to do with birth control. Surgical 


male sterilization is the method. 


Rev. Beal has had a vasectomy. And 


he's so pleased about it, he wore a tag 
saying "I've had one" at a press confer- 
ence held recently at the Midwest Popu- 
lation Center in Chicago. 


Not only is Rev. Beal happy about the 


operation, but so is his wife Jean, coor- 
dinator of the Elk Grove Village chapter 
of Zero Population Growth. 


8HK THINKS HIS vasectomy "is the 


greatest gift he could have given me." 
besides their three children. 


"it's not like I never fathered any chil- 


dren. I have," said the minister. 


A vasectomy is the male sterilization 


operation that can be performed under 
local anesthesia in a doctor's office, a 
clinic or in the outpatient department of 
any hospital 


Surgically it takes about 25 minutes 


and is achieved by removing a tiny por- 
tion of the sperm-carrying tubes. It is not 
castration and does not involve the re- 
moval of any organ or gland. And it does 
not interfere with a man's sexual activi- 
ty. 


Today a not-for-profit vasectomy clin- 


ic, the first of its kind in Illinois, will 
open at 100 E. Ohio St., Chicago, spon- 
sored by the Midwest Population Center. 


The clinic will be run by a team of 


Chicago area physicians. 


Dr. Stanley R. Levine, a urologist, will 


head the clinic, which he says is de- 
signed primarily for upper and middle 
class men. 


Cost of the operation will be $150 and 


Dr. Levine said after the clinic opens, it 
will handle an estimated 20 vasectomies 
a week or about 1,000 a year. 


"WE FIRST WANT to know the rea- 


sons a man comes to us for a vasectomy, 
so he will receive an in-depth interview 
and be given counseling before we go 
ahead with the operation. Vasectomies 
are aimed at men who don't want to fa- 
ther any more children," he said. 


Dr. Levine said vasectomies will prob- 


ably be controversial for some time to 
come, but added that many men want to 
be among the first to have one and when 
they do, the others will follow. 


He said vasectomies are not new oper- 


ations, but have been the subject of 
much recent talk at parties, in everyday 
conversation, and on TV. 


"It's considered vogue to have one 


now. 
We're providing the clinic for 


middle and upper class men. They may 
sound a bit snobbish, but the lower in- 
come class can get this kind of medical 
assistance through public aid. 


"One of the main reasons we are open- 


ing the clinic is because men in many 
communities can't get the operation per- 
formed by their fa nily physicians. Many

Collier Files 
Contract Bill 


Cong. Harold R. Collier (R-10) has in- 


troduced legislation calling for annual 
scrutiny of contracts initiated by federal 
executive agencies. 


"Basically, this legislation is designed 


to restore to Congress its right to control 
the funds it appropriates," Collier said in 
a statement released by his office. 


"Too often we have seen instances in 


which agencies such as the Defense De- 
partment have spent massive sums be- 
cause of non-performance and cost over- 
runs by government contractors. The 
fiasco of weapons procurements similar 
to the C-5A airplane have tainted the 
normal process of weapons development. 
Penalties for mismanagement or dishon- 
est cost estimates must be exacted," Col- 
lier said. 


"With government continuing to grow 


each year, it is essential that Congress 
provide more safeguards to protect th? 
taxpayer from reckless expenditures,' 
Collier said. 


If the measure becomes law, it would 


require the comptroller general to sub- 
mit a report to Congress of every federal 
contract in which the price was in- 
creased during the fiscal year to an ex- 
cess of more than 10% of the wiginal 
contract price, Collier said. 


Collier pointed out that if his measure 


is passed in conjunction with President 
Nixon's proposed reorganizaton of their 
federal buraucracy, the net result would 
be better government.

Who says that itchy-fingered gardeners 


have to wait until the spring thaw? 


Why not have a garden in the kitchen? 
You'll have just as much fun gourmet- 


ing as you do growing your own herbs. 


There's nothing arcane or tricky about 


gardening indoors. Most people do it on a 
shoestring, in full sun. 


A pot or two of coriander, fennel or 


marjoram on a kitchen window is handy 
to brighten up soups and stews while 
prettying up the place. 


Chop off some chervil for an omelette 


extra. Pluck a rosemary leaf for a 
dumpling casserole, or drop some basil 
on a cold lobster platter. 


AS ONE CONNOISSEUR put it, "Sav- 


ory is comforting in salad." 


Another imaginative idea is seed 


sprouting. Farmers have been sprouting 
for years, to make sure leftover grains 
are viable. Europeans, especially the 
Swiss, are big on sprouts for breakfast, 
like Americans are on their Wheaties 
and Quaker Oats. The natural food en- 
thusiasts go out for sprouting in a big 
way. 


A supplier of the freshest greens for 


salads, chop suey ingredients, soups, 
rolls, breads, cookies and hors d'oeuvres, 


a seed sprouter needn't be as fancy as 
the type shown here. (This germinator, 
called "Bio Snacky," is imported from 
Switzerland and consists of three fur- 
rowed seed bowls, a water catching 
bowl, a cover and a unique draining de- 
vice that allows systematic watering.) 


If you wish, grow good health in the 


kitchen without soil or fertilizers with 
simply a glass dish, a handful of viable 
seeds (rinsed twice a day) and a cheese- 
cloth cover (to facilitate draining off ex- 
cess water while holding beck the 
seeds). 


IF YOU'RE THE TYPE that uncovers 


seeds once they're planted to see if 
they're growing, you may take to the ex- 
citement of germinating your own no- 
peek seeds and watching them grow to 
delicate plants and shoots. 


Another great thing about sprouting is 


that it's quick and easy. You're not sad- 
dled down with stragghes for weeks on 
end. In three to six days (depending on 
the type of seeds you sow) you've got a 
harvest. 


Don't wait for spring to get out your 


herbs and seeds. Get growing now.

SHELDON SMITH, Cook County VD 


investigator, says the gonorrhea problem 
involves 16 to 19-year-olds, mostly. "It's 
fairly busy for me in Des Flames," he 
said. "Once or twice a month I may be 
visiting the Drop-In Center (Place for 
People) in Rand Park to talk with the 
kids, maybe check on a case or a contact 
in the area. When you get a group of 300 
kids together anywhere, you can be rea- 
sonably sure 10 of them have go- 
norrhea," Smith said. 


At best statistics in this area are 


sketchy. 


Teaching aids for use in biology and 


health courses have long been available 
from the U.S. Public Health Service 
along with films explaining the causes 
and cure for VD. 


Most, but not an, of the junior high 


schools in area districts cover VD in 
their family living curricula. An educa- 
tion in District 62 (Des Plaines) asserted 
that VD education is most effective just 
before pubertal changes. 


HIGH SCHOOL District 211 (Schaum- 


burg, Palatine, Hoffman Estates), 214 


(Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect, Elk 
Grove, Wheeling, Buffalo Grove) and 207 
(Maine Township) all integrate the mate- 
rials in various health, biology, sociology 
and physical education classes. 


Major roadblocks to better VD educa- 


tion across the country are parental, reli- 
gious and community objections, the 
American Medical Association asserts. 


Groups formed against VD education in 


the schools include Sanity on Sex (SOS). 
Mothers Organized for Moral Stability 
(MOMS), Citizens for Parental Rights 
and People Against Unconstitutional Sex 
Education (PAUSE). Best known is the 
Movement to Restore Decency (MOTO- 
REDE). 


Motorede, an ad hoc committee of the 


John Birch Society, did battle with offi- 
cials in several local school districts just 
two years ago. They attacked SEICUS- 
type sex education for guilt by associ- 
ation. They charged that sex education 
damages the moral fibre of their chil- 
dren and weakens family relationships. 
The f«ror died down after parents, and 


in one district, a citizens committee, 
were assured the teaching aids did not 
show copulation, were not lurid or ob- 
scene. 


SOME EDUCATORS are still reluctant 


to "make an issue" of their VD educa- 
tion for fear of stirring opposition again. 
Districtwide, parents are invited to view 
materials before they are presented to 
the children. To pacify some, school dis- 
tricts excuse youngsters whose parents 
object, though objections are rare. 


In most of the schools, the film, "Half 


a Million Teenagers," a 16-mmute film, 
is shown. (The film ,used to be titled 
"Quarter of a Million Teenagers" until 
the situation worsened.) 


A family living curriculum director 


said. "We present a wholesome con- 
servative approach, with emphasis on 
the positive.and a value system within 
the family." 


According to an AMA survey, the ma- 


jor effect school VD education has had 
on teenagers is to increase the number 
volunteering for free gonorrhea treat- 


ment; also it inspires much concern 
about syphilis, even if they don't have it 
Some respondents to the AMA survey are 
not convinced that VD education affects 
patterns of sex behavior. 


A VACCINE AGAINST syphilis is 


years away In the meantime, the best 
hope of stemming the rise lies in in- 
tensified programs of community action: 
promoting early detection and treatment, 
and laying the groundwork for healthy 
sex attitudes starting in the cradle. 


A massive public awareness program 


— exhibits, posters, lectures, programs, 
opinion tests; efforts by PTAs, Jaycees, 
women's auxiliaries, medical societies, 
church groups and municipal govern- 
ments — to help education and stamp out 
VD is needed 


"If bubonic plague were ravaging the 


country," said Jerry Lama, VD instruc- 
tor for the Chicago Board of Health, 
"there would be massive mobilization 
against it. But because VD is sex-re- 
lated, you'll never see a mobile testing 
unit on the city streets like you do with 
chest x-rays."

Dear Dorothy: I have several pairs of 


scissors that need sharpening and would 
love to do them myself. I tried using a 
needle aa suggested by one of your read-

One reader did say she used a needle, 


starting at the back of the scissors, and 
then using motions as if trying to cut the 
needle in half, working up to the pointed 
ends. Others have reported success by 
cutting emery paper, sandpaper and 
even aluminum foil. If these don't work

probably needs a professional scissors 
sharpener. Sometimes the adjustment is 
as important as anything. If the scissor 
has been dropped, take a good look and 
see if it isn't out of alignment. If so, 
don't try fooling with it yourself. Took a 
scissors to be sharpened the other day 
and couldn't help but note that profes- 
sionals can make the difference between 
so-so and excellent.
